4 YANKS KIDNAPED 
BY BOLIVIAN REDS 


LA PAZ, Bolivia W)—Antigovernment tin miners 


seized four Americans, a Dutchman and 16 Bolivian tech- 
nicians Saturday and held them as hostages for the release 
of three Communist labor leaders accused of subversion. 


Three of the Americans are U.S. government officials 


and the fourth is a Peace Corps volunteer. 


The miners promised not to harm the hostages. 


- State Department Press Officer Richard I. Phillips 


in Washington identified the Americans as: 


Thomas M. Martin of New York, and Michael A. 


Kirstula, of Cadillac, Mich., both assistant information 
officers of the U.S. Information Agency; Bernard Rifkin, 
labor adviser from the U.S. Agency for International De- 
velopment, and Robert Fergerstrom, Peace Corps volun- 
teer. 


The Dutchman was identified as Cornelius Bloot, gen- 


eral manager of the tin-mining complex at Catavi, in 
west-central Bolivia, where the hostages were seized. 


In New York, Martin's father, Thomas M. Martin 


Sr., said he received a letter from his son last week telling 
of his planned trip to the Catavi mine. 


The father said Martin had been "in the mines before 


and he speaks very well with the miners." 


The elder Martin said his son expected to return to 


the United States early next year. The father expressed 
confidence he would be reunited with his son in New York 
by January.

Rifkin's son, Erik, said at New Brunswick, N.J., that 


his father had been educational director for the United 
Auto Workers union in the northeastern United States 
before entering government service about two years ago. 


Erik Rifkin, a student at Rutgers University, said 


his mother also was in La Paz, the Bolivian capital. 


The elder Rifkin, 52, is a native of Brooklyn. 
The tin miners reportedly decided to seize the hostages 


at an assembly Friday at Siglo Veinte, about. 150 miles 
south of La Paz. 


Bolivian Foreign Affairs Minister Jose Fellman dis- 


cussed the kidnaping with U.S. Ambassador Douglas 
Henderson, who just took his post in La Paz. 


The Bolivian government assured Henderson that it 


would protect the Americans. But it was not clear imme- 
diately what steps the government would take. 


The district attorney's office in La Paz demanded 


that those responsible for the kidnaping be prosecuted. 


A formal charge would open the way for police ac- 


tion. But it was believed the government was reluctant to 
use force against the miners, headed by Bolivia's leftist 
vice president, Juan Lechin. 


The tin mines have a history of bloody violence. 
Outbursts have occurred against foreign technicians 


at another mine that now is under government control. 


As the kidnaping became known, the Catavi miners'

wald," Davis said.

Author John Steinbeck, who undertook a tour of 


Communist countries at the personal request of the 
late President, told reporters that "no man has been 
so thoroughly trained for the presidency as Lyndon 
B. Johnson." We cannot agree with this assumption 
although we would in no way question the ability of 
President Johnson to handle the great responsibilities 
of his office.

If we are to accept experience as a criterion there 


is one man who has had a much greater training for 
that office. That man is Richard Nixon. There may 
be a question as to the comparative abilities of the 
two men. But for actual experience in the office — or 
problems surrounding it — Nixon was forced into 
acquiring that in 1955. 


It will be recalled that in 1955 President Eisen- 


hower was stricken with a severe heart attack. It was 
then Vice President Nixon quietly assumed responsi- 
bility for the President's office. He presided over cabi- 
net meetings and the general executive responsibilities 
of the office. He was given great credit for the way he 
handled these many months of crisis. In particular, 
it was acknowledged he did so without attempting to 
take political advantage of the crisis.

Both Vice President Johnson and Nixon were 


given great consideration and responsibilities by their 
presidents. Both men had served in both houses of 
Congress— and both men had received strong support 
for re-elections by the people of their respective states. 
In this respect the founders of our government showed 
their wisdom in the provision for succession in the 
office. But only Nixon and Johnson were given the 
opportunity of true experience in that executive office 
while vice presidents. 


It will be assumed by some that this is written 


as an endorsement of Richard Nixon for the Republi- 
can nomination. It is not intended as such because-it 
is too soon to decide which of the candidates should 
be nominated. But it is' written to evaluate the situa- 
tion as it appears at this time. A national poll, taken 
during the tragic week following the death of Presi- 
dent Kennedy, indicated the following as voter atti- 
tudes at that time:

It showed the following in percentages: Johnson 


55 percent, Nixon 45; Johnson 58, Goldwater 42, and 
Johnson 62, Rockefeller 38. It showed Johnson below 
the Kennedy poll of a month before in the East, about 
the same in the Midwest, much higher in the South 
and slightly lower in the Far West. The poll was taken 
at 'a time when emotionalism was very high. Support 
for the new President was believed to be higher than 
it may be when the many issues again become pre- 
dominant. 


Many Californians discount the Nixon national 


strength because of his defeat for governor in 1962. 
But it has long been apparent to the rest of the coun- 
try that this was caused by a fight within the state's 
Republican Party. That split first came during the 1958 
election when the party divided over the Knowland- 
Knight factions. In 1962 it was caused by the attitude 
of the Shell supporters who failed to join in all-out 
support of Nixon who defeated Shell in the primaries. 
California Republicans have defeated their own candi- 
dates by stupid factional fights and will continue to 
do so unless they grow up to political realities and 
party loyalty. 


In the East and Midwest the memory is of the 


I960 campaign when Nixon came within 118,500 votes 
out of 68 million cast— of being elected. This was a 
difference of only one fifth of one percent. These are 
reasons why there are questions raised as to Nixon's 
possibilities. But the important factor is that as to ex- . 
perience and training for the job, Steinbeck overlooked 
the fact that Nixon was the most experienced man in 
the nation, available for that office— L.A.C.

Jolly old Saint Nick isn't the only big wheeler 


and dealer in December. 


A host of less savory characters—embezzlers, 


shoplifters, burglars, robbers and con men—are apt 
during this month, to visit the unwary and reverse 
feanta s role by taking rather than giving. 


Where the average person looks forward to re- 


laxing during the holidays, police departments brace 
for the annual December crime wave. 


They never are disappointed. 
While all criminals are more active than usual, 


embezzlers really work overtime. 


Embezzlers, according to Detective Inspectors 


C. C. Sullans, C. O. Bennett and W. D. Leslie of the 
Long Beach Police epartment bunco detail are 
those who: 


"Divert to their own use money or property en- 


trusted to them for a particular purpose by another 
person."

EMBEZZLERS RANGE from the sales clerk 


who pockets a few items or dollars to the trusted 
bookkeeper or cashier who steals thousands. 


Not more than half tho embezzlers are reported 


to the police department, the bunco detail estimates. 


"In many instances the victim is glad to recover 


all or part of his loss from the thief and doesn't 
report the theft to police," they said. 


"However, the return of the stolen money or 


articles does not or should not prevent the success- 
ful prosecution and punishment of the embezzler," 
they point out. . 


Jn other instances, the detail said, the thief 


works on the sympathy of the victim and keeps him 
from reporting his loss to police or the victim 
doesn't want the publicity that would result from 
the filing of a crime report. 


Every year the number of embezzlers and the 


amount taken increases, the bunco detail's figures 
show. 


In 1962 in Long Beach $84,901 was embezzled 


in the 59 incidents reported to the bunco detail. 


So far in 1963 in 67 reported instances the vic- 


. tims lost $176,627. 


The penalty for embezzlement is severe. 
When the amount stolen is over $200 the em- 


bezzlers face up to 10 years in prison when they 
are convicted of grand theft embezzlement.

IF CONVICTED OF TAKING under $200, petty 


theft embezzlement, they can be sentenced to a 
fine of $500 and or six months in jal. 


The bunco detail does not believe that em- 


bezzlements can be completely prevented. 


But, 
they hold, the amounts stolen can be 


sharply reduced. 


They suggest that dual signatures be required 


on all business checks. 


They urge through inventories of slock, and that 


bank deposits and baalnces be checked frequently. 


And, most important of all, never, never com- 


. pletely trust anyone who is handling your money 
or property.

ON A lonely hill near the 


cemetery's border, with no 
other grave for a hundred feet 
n any direction, rests John J.

rank of General of the Armies. 
His monument is the simple 
white marble marker, 24 inch- 
es high, which he prescribed 
as standard for national ceme- 
teries and of which thousands 
march in unbroken lines in all 
directions in Arlington's new- 
er sections. Its inscription: 
John J. Pershing, Missouri, 
General of the Armies of the 
United States, September 13, 
1860— July 15, 1948." 


Until Kennedy's much larger 


plot was set aside, Pershing's 
was the largest "special lot" 
in Arlington.

EASTWARD from the Ken- 


nedy gravesite, near the main 
gate, is the tomb of the only 
other President buried here — 
William Howard Taft, 27th 
Chief Executive and later 10th 
chief justice of the United 
States — and his wife. 


A simple monument of sil- 


ver gray Georgia marble, on 
a slope before the Memorial 
Amphitheater and the tomb 
of the unknowns, marks the 
grave of General of the Army 
George C a t l e l t Marshall, 
World War 11 Army chief of 
staff and later secretary of 
State, President of the Amer- 
ican Red Cross and secretary 
of Defense. Interred in the 
Marshall plot are his first 
wife and her mother.

JOHNSON IS NOT AN EASY MAN to characterize. 


There are certain facets of his character which lie brightly 
on the surface — he is intelligent, shrewd, an operator 


; rather than a thinker, a man of compulsive action, vain, 


generous, tough, a horse-trader, self-centered, kind, de- 
manding, unsophisticated and homey. 


He lacks the sparkle, the wit and the all-embracing 


curiosity possessed by his predecessor. Johnson has a 
kind of eloquence, but it is of an entirely different nature 
from that of Kennedy. Where Kennedy was interested 
in an idea for the sake of an idea, Johnson would be inter- 
ested only if he saw some practical use for the idea. 


Kennedy always managed to give the impression that 


he came by his convictions through the rational processes 
of the mind. Johnson on the other hand gives the im- 
pression that his convictions were born in the heart. Let 
no one mistake, for instance, the depth and the sincerity 
of his beliefs in civil rights. 


Johnson is a mature (in many ways he seems older 


than he is) man of good judgment. His judgment some- 
times seems to fall apart when it comes to people for he 
has not always associated himself with persons whose in- 
terests were solely for the public weal.

Boggs Takes Tip From LB J on 
Teesi-Agers and Telephones 


WASHINGTON—President Johnson, with two teen-age daughters, knows what 


it's like to have them monopolize his phone. So the other day he gave 


some profound advice to a man with two daughters—Rep. Hale Boggs (D-La.) 


Johnson had been trying 


DAVID RICE ATCHISON became the 12th 


president of the United States on 


Sunday, March 4, 1849. He served one day. 
President James Knox Folk's term ended on 
that Sunday. President-elect Zachary Taylor 
was inaugurated Monday, March 5, 1849. 


Under the presidential succession law of 


his day, Atchison became 
President from his seat as 
president pro tempore of the 
U. S. Senate. 


Our present succession 


law, about which so much 
is being heard today, was 
approved by Congress July 
18. 1947. 
This act and 


another in 1948 established 
the line of succession in the 
event of the death or dis- 
ability of the President. 


The line goes from the Vice President 


to the Speaker of the House, to Senate 
President pro tern, the Secretary of State 
and then on through the Cabinet. 


Much of the succession talk today cen- 


ters on concern that the two in the present 
line who would take over in the event of 
the death of Lyndon Johnson are aged men 
—Speaker John McCormack, who will be 
72 on Dec. 21, and Senate President pro tern 
Carl Hayden, 86. 


Long Beach Congressman Craig Hosmer, 


at home this weekend, says he is considering 
introduction of legislation which will im- 
prove the succession situation. 


* * * 
"McCORMACK and Hayden appear to be 


somewhat resentful of tha concern ex- 
pressed over the present arrangement," Hos- 
mer said. "They seem to be taking it as per- 
sonal attack. However, I don't believe this is 
the case at all. It's simply that today both 
the vice presidency and' the House speaker- 
ship are full time jobs." 


Whereas possibly one of American his- 


tory's smoothest and most confident transi- 
tions occurred in Lyndon Johnson's acces- 
sion to President Kennedy's seat, it would 
be another matter if McCormack were simi- 
larly called. 


Congress now has the power to fix the 


succession matter by law. And Hosmer has 
a solution in mind. 


He would have the House elect a new 


vice president, from its membership or else- 
where. This, says Hosmer, would take the; 
Speaker off the hook and would provide a 
man to stand by the new President and 
learn the job. 


Hosmer adds that the congressionallyi 


elected vice president would not have tp 
sacrifice his House seat, his seniority or his 
House committee ranks. 


* * '* ' 
"FOR EXAMPLE," said Hosmer, "a man 


like Wilbur Mills, chairman of the powerful 
Ways and Means Committee, would not be 
required to sacrifice that situation. He 
would, in effect, be given a leave of absence 
from that post during the time he was serv- 
ing as Vice President and understudying tlia 
President. Thus you don't make a good'man 
unavailable by taking away his seat in ths 
House." 
- 


At the next election the interim vice presi-; 


dent could resume his seat or, at his option,' 
could run for election on his own before tha 
nation's voters for the presidency or'vice 
presidency. 


Despite provisions for a formal line of 


succession, it is true practically that this 
line could hardly go beyond the Speaker of 
the House. For example, if McCormack 
should be called upon for the Presidency, a 
new House speaker would be elected im- 
mediately and himself become first in lina 
again. 


* * * 
SO LONG as this hole kept being filled, 


the first man on tap, for all practical pur- 
poses, would always be the Speaker of tha 
House. This fact would allow the House, in 
effect, to name the man to follow McCor-i 
mack but what would members be thinking 
of in naming McCormack's successor?. 
Would they be thinking of presidential ma- 
terial or a good House speaker? 


And it doesn't really matter how their 


votes for the new Speaker would be mo- 
tivated, in Hosmer's view, because the jobs 
of Speaker and of Vice President 
"are 


mutually incompatible."

Its secretary 
still insists the gun is a safe 
and sane weapon. 


The accused assassin, Lee 


Oswald, purchased the rifle 
by mail order from Klein 


Sporting Goods in Chicago, 
which had advertised it in 
the NRA's magazine, "The 
American Rifleman." 


NEW*YORK* IS* the only 


state which requires a li- 
cense to possess a pistol. 
Only in Hawaii must guns, 
like automobiles, be regis- 
tered. 


Only 21 states require 


dealers to obtain licenses to 
sell handguns, and South 
Carolina is the only state 
which prohibits the sale of 
handguns. 


Such laxity has encour- 


aged murder by mail order. 
Senate investigators traced 
200 mail-order weapons in 
the District of Columbia, for 
instance, and found that 50 
of them had been delivered 
to individuals with criminal 
records.

Communism Feeds on Ignorance 


THE U.S. SENATE can vote 
one final foreign relations 
memorial to John F. Ken- 
nedy—if it wants to get a 
little action before Christ- 
mas. It can r a t i f y the 
Chamizal Treaty with Mex- 
ico involving 400 acres of 
land in the Rio Grande River 
which has been in dispute 
between El Paso and Juarez 
for more than a century. 


Chamizal is a one-time 


island which used to switch 
back 
and forth 
between 


Mexico and 
the United 


States with the floods of the 
Rio Grande. In June 1911, 
an international commission, 
headed by Canada's Chief 
J u s t i c e Eugene Lefleur, 
awarded most of Chamizal 
to Mexico, but the United 
States refused to accept the 
decision. 


Ever since then, Chamizal 


has been a sort of no man's 
land between El Paso and 
Juarez, until President Ken- 
nedy proclaimed: "How can 
we expect to solve the prob- 
lems of Berlin if we are not 
able to solve minor prob- 
lems with Mexico?" 


He worked out a treaty 


awarding the controversial 
400 acres to Mexico. The 
treaty, however, is now rest- 
ing peacefully in the Senate 
Foreign Relations Commit- 
tee. Word from the commit- 
tee is: "No action expected 
soon." If it isn't voted on by 
the Senate before Christmas, 
the Mexican Congress will- 
adjourn Dec. 31 and this 
final foreign affairs monu- 
ment to Kennedy may be 
postponed for another year.

Mr. Hoover urged Negro 


leaders in the United Slates 
to beware of the attempts 


by the Communists to in- 
filtrate the movement for 
civil rights and warned them 
that the Soviets have tried 
and are still trying to take 
a hand behind the scenes in 
the civil rights movement. 
He added: 


"Today, the Communists 


are engaged in a vigorous 
campaign 
to 
divide and 


weaken America from with- 
in. Foremost in this cam- 
paign are the party's efforts 
to exploit misunderstanding 
and capitalize upon areas of 
dissension and unrest where- 
ever they exist. This is es- 
pecially true in the intense 
civil rights movement, for 
America's 
20 million Ne- 


groes and all others engaged 
in this struggle are a major 
target for Communist prop- 
aganda and subversion. 


"It would be absurd to 


suggest that the aspirations 
of Negroes for equality are 
Communist inspired. This is 
demonstrably not true. But 
what is demonstrable is that 
some individuals and groups 
exploit the tension for pur- 
poses not confined to the 
equality oC human rights 
under the Constitution of 
the United States. The cru- 
sade should not become a 
vehicle for political radical- 
ism or organized violence. 


"Devotion to race must 


not supersede devotion to 
established institutions. 


"It would be useful if re- 


sponsible 
Negro 
leaders 


themselves could make it 
clear to all who follow them 
that their interest is solely 
in racial equality . . . 


"Legitimate 
civil rights 


organizations must remain 
constantly alert to attempts 
by the Communists to influ- 
ence their actions, take over 
their program;; and corrupt

their ranks." 


Mr. Hoover pointed out 


that "communism feeds up- 
on ignorance, prejudice and 
sickness of the mind and 
soul," and said that "the 
cause of communism is well 
served by the hatemongers, 
the lunatic '.inge and other 
rabble who preach a doctrine 
of malice and intolerance to- 
ward their fellow man." He 
continued: 


"These venomous fanatics, 


whether they are extremists 
of the left or the right, are 
carriers of a highly infec- 
tious disease. They clutter 
the streets—and the mails— 
with their slanderous ob- 
scenities, urging impression- 
able teen-agers and unstable 
adults to acts of hate, terror 
and intimidation. They have 
brought forth the bombs and 
ignited the flames that have 
killed decent Americans and 
even innocent children and 
destroyed 
churches 
and 


other temples of worship. 
They are a national dis- 
grace. 


"Invariably, these mer- 


chants of hate attempt to 


drape themselves in a cloak 
of patriotism. But their real 
objective is to profiteer and 
capitalize upon ignorance, 
prejudice and bigotry while 
destroying the very ideals 
which they claim to uphold." 


The FBI Director said that 


"the fires of anti-semitism 
continue to burn with fierce 
intensity in many areas of 
the world." He declared: 


"Despite 
C o m m u n i s t 


claims of improved condi- 
tions for Jews under the 
Khrushchev regime, the op- 
posite actually is true. Ad- 
ditional forms of suppression 
have been introduced." 


Mr. Hoover said that the 


Communists cannot reach 
the great majority of Amer- 
ican youth. But he warned 
that there are others who, 
though they are genuinely 
convinced that they would 
not fall for the Communist 
bait, might never know they 
were "hooked" until they 
almost unwittingly have be- 
come dupes of the Commu- 
nists. 


The FBI tries to ferret out 


the Communists who infil- 
trate organizations of Amer- 
ican citizens. While congres- 
sional committees can fre- 
quently expose Communist 
operations inside the United 
States, innocent members of 
these organizations generally 
are unaware of just who are 
or who are not party mem- 
bers and just who are being 
financed by the Communist 
partisans. 


Mr. Hoover's speech is a 


significant 
pronouncement 


on a subject which has 
proven vexatious in the past 
and which probably will con- 
tinue to be until'American 
public opinion is able to 
learn more about the way 
Communists conduct their 
clandestine operations.

Giardello Takes Tiger's Title 


ATLANTIC CITY, N.J. UP)—Joey Giardello, a battle- 


scarred veteran with a troubled past, won the world 
middleweight boxing crown from Nigeria's Dick Tiger 
Saturday night in 15 rounds on a decision that was 
wildly cheered by a big crowd at Convention Hall. 


The 33-year-old Giardello, a pro for 16 years, was 


given eight rounds by referee Paul Cavalier, the sole 
official, who voted five for Tiger, the 3-1 favorite, and 
called two rounds even. 


Giardello, a rangy, boxer type, used the old pattern 


of jab, sharpshoot and move against an ever-pressing 
opponent. Tiger missed often and seemed to have trouble 
catching up with Pal Joey who used the ring to his ad- 
vantage. 


There were no knockdowns and neither fighter ap- 


peared to be in trouble at any time as Giardello took an 


early, lead, quickly widened it and closed strong. 


Giardello had-missed on one previous-try for the 


160-pound crown when he fought a 15-round draw with 
Gene Fullmer in Bozeman, Montana, in 1960. Since then, 
Tiger had won the title from Fullmer and twice defended 
against him.

TIGER, UNBEATEN in 10 fights over a three-year 


span, had not fought since he whipped Fullmer last Au- 
•gust in his native Nigeria. At 159 pounds, Tiger had 
trouble untracking himself against an elusive target. 


Giardello, 158, flicked a left jab, moved away and 


then cut loose with his right hand at long range. Tiger 
stalked but failed to throw enough punches. When Tiger 
did cut loose, too many were wild and too many were 
blocked. 


Referee Cavalier gave the new champ the first, 


fourth, sixth, seventh, eighth, ninth, llth and. 14th 
rounds. He scored the second, third, fifth, 10th and 12th 
for Tiger and called the 13th and 15th even. The AP 
card was 9-5-1 in favor of Giardello. 


There was no radio or television broadcast of this 


match. 


Tiger, whose real name is Dick Ihetu, was making 


his third defense. Both the others had been against Full- 
mer, from whom he won the title Oct. 23, 1962, in San 
Francisco. 


It was the climax of a long uphill battle for Giardello, 


born in Brooklyn, July 16, 1930 as Carmine Tilleli. He 
picked up the name Joey Giardello while in the Army 
and stuck with it all the way. He was in trouble with 
the law in 1955 for assault on a gas station attendant and 
served time in jail.

• There are no mightier rams than the

NFL Not 'Scared'— Just Cautious 
As late as a week ago, it would have been diffi- 


cult to imagine the all-powerful National Football 
League "running scared" of the rival AFL. 


However, several top observers insist that this is 


the implication to be drawn from the NFL's marathon 
draft session which lasted almost 22 hours. 


The NFL teams were afraid to risk a high draft 


choice without first getting reasonable assurance from 
the players that they would consider all offers before 
signing with the AFL clubs 
that had drafted them two 
days earlier. 


It was more than "run- 


ning scared," however. As 
one NFL source points out, 
"it was just good business." 


One of the slimmest tal- 


ent pools in a decade was 
the reason why the NFL 
clubs were so careful with 
their top selections. As it 
has been pointed out, it 
took 8 hours and 8 min- 
utes to complete the first 
round. 


Because of the slim pick- 


ings, 
the NFL 
switched

talent. In past years, the 
tendency was to draft nor- 
mally, bid up to a certain

figure and then, if unsuccessful, let the AFL pick up the 
tab for fat contracts. 


The NFL has lost several players it would liked to 


have had, but allegedly figured this strategy would pay 
off in the long run because it would hurt the upstart new

book. 


The AFL dropped $10 million in its first three years 


of operation and despite "better business" than ever 
before this season, Josses of the eight clubs likely will 
total around another $1 million.

THE LENGTH OF THE DRAFT—particularly (he first 


• round—will be discussed at the annual NFL meeting in 
Miami next month. New ground rules undoubtedly will 
be set up to prevent taking so long in tjie future. 


After the first round, the NFL draft moved rather 


quickly. The other 266 players were chosen in 12 hours 
and 17 minutes. 


The American League, meanwhile, didn't set any 


speed records. It took the younger circuit 10 hours to 
pick only 160 players. 


So, the NFL wasn't exactly running scared—just 


being cautious. 


The one NFL club that "gambled" on the first round 


promptly got burned. That team, of course, was the De- 
troit Lions, who selected USC's Pete Beathard despite 
the fact it was common knowledge that the Kansas City 
Chiefs of the AFL had the inside track on his services 
because of "old family tics" with Don Klosterman, the 
Chiefs' talent scout.

THE LIONS, NEVERTHELESS, made every effort to 


sign Deathard. Detroit general manager Edwin J. Ander- 
son already was on his way by plane to Los Angeles to 
meet.with Beathard before the first round was con- 
cluded. 


In an unprecedented move, Norm Van Brocklin, 


coach of the Minnesota Vikings, even talked by long- 
distance telephone to Beathard on behalf of the Lions as 
Anderson was winging his way to Southern California. 


William Clay Ford, owner of the Lions, admitted it 


was strictly a gamble in choosing Beathard . . . but 
blasted Kansas City's bid as "exhorbitant and unrealistic. 
As far as we're concerned, it's good riddance at those 
prices." 


According to Ford, Kansas City owner, Texas oil 


millionaire Lamar Hunt, beat out the Lions with a fan- 
tastic contract that will give Beathard (1) a bonus in 
excess of $15,000 for signing, (2) a new car, (3) a no-cut 
contract calling for more than $20,000 a year, (4) a paid- 
up life insurance policy for his wife and child, (5) option 
on shares of stock in a pay-TV corporation, cost of which 
reportedly will be financed by Hunt, and (6) free rent in 
Kansas City for him and his family for an unspecified 
time.

THE 49ERS ARE THE ONES who threw the first 


monkey wrench into the NFL draft machinery with a 
surprise move that caught everyone unprepared. They 
used their No. 1 pick to select Dave Parks, Texas Tech 
end. 


He is the first end drafted No. I in the NFL since 


Leon Hart was taken by Detroit in 1950. 


Parks was rated highly by everyone because of his 


great speed. He has been clocked in 4.5 seconds for 40 
yards in football gear. His coach at Texas Tech says "you 
see him in a game and he's all over the field, but you 
don't fully realize his true greatness until you check the 
movies and see all the things he does." 


The selection was unexpected because the 49ers (1) 


already had picked Oregon State's great end, Vern Burke, 
as a "future" a year ago, and (2) everyone figured they 
would take quarterback George Mira of Miami U.

THE DALLAS COWBOYS already had committments 


from Parks as well as from Charles Taylor, Arizona State 
back who was picked third by Washington. That's why 
it took them 2 hours and 39 minutes to come up with an- 
other choice—Scott Appleton, Texas tackle. 


The only real long delay after the first round came 


on the 49ers' selection that led off the second round. San 
Francisco officials talked with Mira by telephone in Miami 
before choosing him. 


Mira later indicated he would sign with the 49ers 


. . . but admitted that he "was disappointed about not 
being No. 1 after being told that I would be the first 
pick. I guess things changed. Anyway, before the 49ers 
drafted me, I had a long talk with them and we got things 
worked out between us. However, I won't be able to 
come to any terms until after my last game."

Al- 
though he held life tenure 
as a conductor of the Dres- 
den Opera, he abruptly quit 
the position because of "nar- 
row nationalism" and came 
to America.

Seal of Salvation

1CJAPIDLY stamping a batch of envelopes carry- 


ing Christmas greetings, the Copenhagen postal 


clerk glanced up from his work. A smile curved 
the corners of his lips. "Why not?" he thought. 
"It'll work. At least, it's worth trying." 


"Good morning, Einar." The postmaster's voice 


interrupted the big, jovial clerk's thoughts. "Knute 
won't be in this morning. Afraid you'll have to do 
as much of his work as you can. Too bad we're 
so rushed." 


"Yes," agreed Einar. His grin faded. Not be- 


cause he minded the extra work—far from it. But 
he knew why industrious Knute would be absent. 
Sick and emaciated litlle Hans, the youngest of 
Knutc's five children, was bedridden again. To care 
for (he tubercular child, widower ICmite had missed 
woik several times of late. Loving children as he 
did, Einar often wished he could bring (he rosy 
hue back to the youngster's cheeks. 


IT WAS 1904, just a few weeks before Christ- 


mas, the busiest season of the year at the post of- 
fice. From dawn to dusk, Einar soiled and stamped 
the thousands of envelopes carrying the season's 
greetings from the people of Copenhagen to their 
friends. But only (he thoughts of Ihe thousands of 
sick and needy children, and especially little Hans, 
marred Einar's spirits. "If only I could do some- 
thing to help those poor kids," he often mused. 
And now he had an idea—a plan that might work. 


Eagerly he poured his idea into the ready ears 


of his fellow employes. Most of them agreed with 
Einar. "It's worth trying," one mail carrier said. 
"And if the plan succeeds, it'll be a million times 
worth the effort we put into it." 


The employes told the cuslomeis who came 


to the post office. They liked the idea, too, and 
filled il along to their friends and neighbors. The 
plan spread by word of mouth through the streets 
ami into the homes of Copenhagen with epidemic 
rapidity. Within a few days it became the chief 
topic of conversation over all Denmark. Even King 
Christian IX caught the fever. 


EINAR'S IDEA was so simple that he won- 


dered why no one had thought of it before. Couldn't 
all those letters and greetings going through the 
mails during the Christmas season carry a special 
stamp? 
If such a stamp sold for a penny and 


enough folks bought them, there would be suffi- 
cient money to help Copenhagen's needy children 
and perhaps even start the construction of a tuber- 
culosis hospital. 


To test the possibilities of the plan a printer 


set his press with a plate bearing the picture of 
Queen Louise of Denmark and rolled out two mil- 
lion stamps. Newspaper editors and magazine writ- 
ers urged their readers to dig in their pockets and 
buy the stickers. The readers needed little coaxing, 
however, and in a short time the supply had been 
exhausted; two million more had to be printed. 
Everyone, it seemed, supported the plan not only 
in spirit but financially as well. Some ardent sup- 
porters even refused to accept a letter unless it 
carried a seal. 


Einar Ilolboell had not expecled such an over- 


whelming response to his idea, and of course he 
was overjoyed. Now little Hans rould be properly 
cared for and land bought for the construction of 


a tuberculosis hospital. The success of the Christ- 
mas Seal drive sparked the enthusiasm of many 
doctors and scientists. They look a new interest 
in researching for the cause of the disease and in 
stamping it out. A great crusade had begun. 


ENTHUSIASTIC about the crusade, an Ameri- 


can, Jacob Riis, whose six brothers had died from 
the dread disease, published an article to persuade 
the people of the United States to adopt a Christ- 
mas Seal program. But Americans were slow to 
rally behind the cause. The response to the plea 
was almost negative. 


Fortunately, Miss Emily Bissell championed 


the cause, or Christmas Seals might never have 
come to the United States. As secretary of the 
Delaware Ked Cross, Miss Bissell and a few others 
were struggling to keep an open-air tuberculosis 
sanitarium on the historic Brandywine River going 
with almost no money. Now, unless she succeeded 
in raising $300 in a hurry, the institution would 
have to close its doors permanently. But no one 
seemed interested; everyone turned a deaf ear to 
her pleas for financial aid. 


"We'll keep the sanitarium open if we have 


to raise the money penny by penny," Miss Bissell 
declared. About that time she happened to read 
Jacob Riis' article on Christmas Seals. The idea 
appealed to her. "We'll sell tuberculosis seals and 
get the money we need," she told the directors of 
the sanitnrium. 


BUT THE PROBLEM wasn't quite that easy 


to solve. Low on funds, the Red Cross could not 
sponsor the printing of the seals, but it did agree 
to permit the use of the familiar crimson cross. 
A charity-minded printer, Charles Story, agreed to 
print the desired stamps on credit. In a short time 
50,000 Christmas Seals designed by Miss Bissell 
were ready for the public. The stamp design con- 
sisted of a green holly garland centered with a 
red cross and a cheerful "Merry Christmas." 


Now another obstacle loomed. Although the 


Danish seals had been sold at post office windows, 
the postmaster general of the United Stales refused 
to permit the sak's at government stamp windows 
in this country. Early in December, however, Miss 
Bissell set up a booth in the lobby of Wilmington's 
main post office and displayed the stamps pack- 
aged in small envelopes. But few persons bought 
them. Post office patrons practically ignored the 
little booth. The first day's sales brought only $25. 


A lesser person might have been vanquished by 


this indifference, hut not Emily Bissell. 
If one 


method failed, there were others to try. And so 
she hoarded a train to Philadelphia, determined lo 
stir up public enthusiasm for her cause. 


WITH THE COURAGE of a crusader, she in- 


vaded Ihe offices of Ihe Cily of Brotherly Love's 
greatest newspaper. "We can beat tuberculosis," 
she told the editor, and Ihen enthusiastically cut- 
lined her plan. The editor, however, was adamant 
He could see no connection between the ravaging 
disease and the Christmas season. And Miss Bis- 
sell's hope of saving the Brandywine Sanitarium 
began to fade. 


Luckily, one of the paper's editorial writers, 


Leigh Mitchell Hodges, who 
listened to the con- 


versation, sensed the value of the idea. His eager- 
ness convinced the editor. "Fighting tuberculosis 
is a worthy cause," the newspaperman admitted. 
"This paper will do everything it can to help." And 
suiting his actions to his words, he not only gave 
space for publicity in the paper but also ordered 
50,000 stamps. That marked a turning point in Miss 
Bisscll's crusade. 


At the opening of the first Philadelphia sa!e 


of Christmas Seals on Dec. 16, 1907, a ragged little 
newsboy reached up with a penny—he was too 
small to see over the counter—and said, "Gimme 
one. Me sister's got it!" He got the message of the 
seals and so did the Philadelphians, who whole- 
heartedly backed the program. 


IN TWO DAYS Miss Bissell had more than 


enough money to save the sanitarium. But it didn't 
stop there. Many persons wanted to help sell the 
stamps; civic leaders, newspapers and government 
officials endorsed the idea. Even President Theo- 
dore Roosevelt eagerly backed the plan. Miss Bis- 
sell's goal of $300 was passed and soared to S3.000. 


Encouraged by these results, the American 


Red Cross sponsored the first nationwide Christmas 
Peal campaign the following year. The first year 
brought in $135,000. In 1!HO. the National Tuber- 
culosis Association joined the campaign. A few 
years later this organization took over the entire 
campaign, which, of course, is now an annual event. 


As its official symbol, the National Tubercu- 


losis Association adopted the double-barred cross, 
sign of the ancient crusaders. Every Christmas Seal 
bears this imprint. 


TODAY, THERE ARE 3,000 tuberculosis as- 


sociations across the nation. From each dollar they 
collect from the sale of seals, all but 6 cents re- 
mains in the community and state in which it was 
raised to fight the battle against the disease which 
still causes many deaths. The seals have become as 
much a part of Christmas as Santa and his reindeer. 


Now the. Christmas Seal is sold the world over 


during December. As testimony to the good the 
seals do, only one person dies from tuberculosis 
today for every six in 1904. 


Einar Holboell, the jovial postal clerk, and 


Emily Bissell, the woman who wouldn't accept de- 
feat, proved that unselfish persons who give of 
themselves in the true Christmas spirit can achie\e 
far-reaching results. 


Automation 


Comes to

J?IGHT THOUSAND years or so ago, archery 


was the atomic bomb of the Stone Age. Much 


later, the flying arrow cut its way through history 
in 1066 at the Battle of Hastings, when Norman 
conquerors crossed the channel to England. And, 
in 1415, English archers chalked up a win in the 
Hundred Years' War against the French at Agin- 
court. 
„ 


For centuries, men served 
their appoinled 


., 
hours at the archery range to gain certain benefits 


1 
in taxes or military service, as an organized re- 
serve. 


Now. in a more genteel atmosphere, archery 


is a spnrl that is rapidly becoming big business 
with some 7,500,000 participants who target-shoot 
at ranges, in the field, and who trade the hunting 
rifle and shotgun for the bow and arrow. 


Although only 28,000 men and women con- 


stitute the membership of mnjnr archery associa- 
tions, the 7.500.000 is an educated estimate of the 
part-time enthusiasts — those who occasionally 
spend an hour or two at a range. 


THOSE 
MILLIONS will seem insignificant, 


now that fresh ideas are being injected into the 
ancient sport. The number is expected to double 
and even treble before many years pass. 


These days, the accent is on convenience. It 


means automated ranges with archers sitting out 
rounds in fancy plastic chairs on deep-pile carpet. 
Instead of spending most of their time walking to 
targets and pulling arrows, the touch of a button 
does the work for them. 


The idea of automated archery is only about 


two years old, but it's already gone through a gen- 
eration of refinement as operators and patrons 
alike spawn innovations. 


Some of the freshest ideas are coming from 


a new firm in Orange with a fresh, new name— 
Arrow Dynamics—which sounds as though it be- 
longs to the aerospace industry. 


Partners in the firm include James C. Kern, 


long an archery enthusiast, instructor, and former 
manager of Robin Hood Lanes in Garden Grove, 
who oversees manufacture and installation: Dean 
Parsons, instrumental in bringing Robin Hood into 
being and now working as leasing agent and man- 
agement mnn for the new company, and Barry 
Miller, versed in league coordination, who will form 
and schedule teams and activities. 


"WHAT WE WANT to do," says Parsons, "is 


set up complete indoor ranges that include every- 


•K thing from targets to scoring tables. We'll even 
& provide management, either permanently or just 


long enough for an owner to get started." 


The partners have a lane in action at their

thing in view is furnished in the setup. The target, 
reversible with the pressure of a hand, is backed 
with special excelsior material that absorbs arrows 
with a minimum of damage to the backing. 


When an archer has shot his round, a push 


on one of seven buttons brings the target up to 
the foul line from a distance as great as 90 feet, 
maximum for lournament play. One of the other 
six buttons sends the target gliding smoothly back 
to any preset footage. Two-inch accuracy assures 
association acceptance of the movable assembly. 


A safety mat placed an inch or two inside the 


foul line immediately stops the target at any p;iint. 
It is almost impossible for a small child or careless 
adult to reach the target or overstep the I tie with- 
out treading on thermal. 


LEAGUE RECORD books, quality bows and 


arrows, seating, even the ash trays come with the 
new lanes. Each is set off by a modernistically de- 
signed divider. 


"Before automated lanes," says Jim Kern,

"archers either had to find an outdoor range, 
usually some distance from home, or shoot at a 
gallery affair that didn't meet their needs or arch- 
ery rules. The new lanes change all that." 


They'll change something else, loo, in the 


equipment line. Too often, a neophyte is saddled 
with improper gear because he has no way to 
learn his real needs. 


New facilities will include a pro shop, where 


an accomplished archer will guide the beginner 
and where equipment will be sold. The shop will 
accommodate the novice who wants to spend no 
more than $30 or so, as well as the expert who 
seeks the best in the $150 class. 


"We can place an archery lane in position in 


less than five hours," says Dean Parsons. "If a 
bowling lane operator has alleys that aren't paying 
their way, it's no problem. We simply spot the 
archery target and track on top, and he's ready 
for a business boost. The new equipment doesn't 
disturb the wood in the least." 


SO FAR, three archery ranges serve the South- 


land in Garden Grove, Downey and Covina. Nation- 
wide, automation has come to Tacoma and Seattle, 
Wash., and Carrington, N. D. There will be more. 


"With the convenience," says Barry Miller, 


"we visualize regular league play with handicaps. 
There's no reason why Scouts, boys' clubs, high 
school and college groups can't participate." 


The partners foresee installations in hospitals, 


too, not only as a recreation activity, but as a sup- 
plement to therapy departments. Proper shooting 
requires a steady pull, coordination and a good eye 
with a few grains of patience added. 


Larry Eaks, a war veteran and long - term 


wheelchair patient, shoots with the Sidewinders in 
the Garden Grove area. He's enthusiastic about 
automated archery. Admittedly, there's exercise in 
wheeling up to a target and back, but it can get 
tiresome in meet play. Electrified lanes eliminate 
the drudgery. 


SAYS MRS. EAKS, also a member of the Side- 


winders: "The Icam was gomg to he an all wheel- 
chair group, but now it's mixed. And don't let Larry 
fool you. He and his chairborne teammates are 
tough competitors." 


"Some time in the next five or 10 years," say 


the company's partners, "automated archery is go- 
ing to come to physical education classes and 
school teams. Cities are going to support recreation 
centers every bit as plush as the newer bowling 
operations. We see an expansion to as many as 
40 million participants at centers catering to arch- 
ery, billiards and bowling. Snack bars, cocktail 
lounges and fine restaurants will be included. We 
hope to be on hand when the boom really gols 
under way."

California Yule Spirit in 1846

A N 1846 DIARY account of 


Christmas in 
Southern 


California, written 117 years 
ago by the doctor who be- 
came the first president of 
Los Angeles County Medical 
Association, shows that the 
Christmas spirit is unquench- 
able. 


John G. Griffin, M.D., was 


assistant surgeon with the 
U.S. A r m y under General 
Kearny when he wrote his 
notes about the last Christ- 
mas in C a l i f o r n i a under 
Spanish-Mexican rule. 


That 
Christmas was an 


emotional and d r a m a t i c 
period in California history. 
The worst tragedy 
of the 


Mexican war here was keenly 
felt by the many injured U.S. 
soldiers laid up under Dr. 
Griffin's care. They had suf- 
fered three times as many 
casualties as the Californians 
who had attacked them in the 
Battle of Pasqual fought near

DR. GRIFFIN'S

make it understood that the 
sick and dying men did "try 
to put aside their grievances 
and concentrate on Christmas 
in the spirit of the towns- 
folk." Little ones planned for 
pinatas and tried to mould 
small animals for their trees 
of life while adults prepared 
for f e a s t i n g and parties.

the foliage. Regular feeding 
and the use of iron will help 
to tone up the color in foliage 
and blooms. 


New growth of pyracantha 


and eotoneaster can be pruned 
away to expose the brilliant 
berries without harm to the 
plants.

berried shrubs also can be cut 
and used as Christmas decora- 
tions inside the house. All of 
these plants are hardy and 
new growth returns rapidly.

INTELLIGENCE REPORT

WHY WOMEN DRINK. An estimated one 
out of every six alcoholics in this 
country is a female. Why do these 
girls drink? Generally, men are 
to blame. A woman drinks because: 
(1) She wants a husband and doesn't 
have one ; (2) to accompany her 
drinking husband; (3) to get even 
with her husband; (4) to bolster 
her courage to revolt or to tell 
her husband or boy friend off. There 
are other explanations for serious 
alcoholism, of course, but the 
above reasons are the major ones. 


KHRUSHCHEV & CASTRO, soviet bloc 
aid to Cuba has been severely cut, 
and the Soviet may withdraw from 
Havana practically all of its 
technicians. Reason: Castro has 
been wooing the Chinese Reds, much 
to the irritation of the Russian 
Reds. Red China contributed 
$1,000,000 to the Cuban victims of 
Hurricane Flora. Russia contributed 
$75,000. Because the hurricane 
destroyed much of the Cuban sugar 
crop, it looks as if the Russians 
will now have to buy sugar, as well 
as wheat, in the open market. In 
short,other than for tobacco and 
cigars—which most East Europeans 
don't want—Cuba has become an 
economic millstone around Khrush- 
chev's neck. 


PAY-OFF. How accurately does the 
Bobby Baker scandal mirror the 
materialism of young America? 
Robert Baker, 36, former secretary 
to the Senate's Democratic majority, 
began his Washington career as a 
Senate page 22 years'ago. The major 
part of his young life was spent in 
government. Did this imbue him with 
a desire for further service to his 
country or with a greed to feather 
his own financial nest? In his 
case, the answer is obvious: a law 
partnership, a travel agency, a club 
for lobbyists, two homes, an ocean 
resort, a vending company, a 
restaurant, seemingly anything for a 
buck. Is Bobby Baker atypical? Or 
is this why many men enter govern- 
ment? Look at Congress. It insists 
that cabinet officers and others 
in the executive branch divest 


themselves of private financial 
interests which might conflict with 
their government service. But 
congressmen themselves refuse even 
to divulge their own financial hold- 
ings. Are we becoming a nation of 
wheelers and dealers interested 
only in the personal pay-off? This 
is a good time to ask why men enter 
politics. Is it to serve or 
self-serve? 


TRUE STORY. Before she took her 
own life a few weeks ago, Diana 
Spencer Churchill, 54, eldest 
daughter' of Sir Winston Churchill, 
had a secret voluntary job—talking 
people out of suicide. On the job 
she used her middle name, Mrs. 
Spencer. "Mrs. Spencer" answered 
the phone, Mansion House 9000. 
That's the number at St. Stephen's 
Church in London people ring up 
when they are lonely, distressed, 
on the verge of suicide. Her task 
was to listen to these unhappy 
souls, to pep them up with an 
inspiring, lifesaving message. How 
unfortunate that she could not use 
the same therapy on herself. 


AGGRESSiON. Man has more aggression 
than wild animals, the scientists 
declare. Dr. Harrison Matthews, 
Scientific Director of the London 
Zoo, reveals, for example: "The 
weapons of wild animals are poten- 
tially so dangerous that fighting 
is ritualized into display, threat, 
submission and appeasement, so 
that fights are generally no more 
than trials of strength followed 
by disengagement and rapid with- 
drawal by the weaker." In man, 
however, aggression is so uncon- 
trolled that it leads to wholesale 
killings within a species. Why is 
human aggression more intense and 
deep-seated than animal aggression? 
Man, apparently, is meaner and less 
morally inhibited in fighting for 
positions of power. 


AUSTRALIA AND THE U.S. The decision 
to equip the Royal Australian Air 
Force with American TFX planes in 
preference to British aircraft means 
that Australia plans to link more 


closely with U.S. defense strategy 
in the Far East. In all probability, 
Australian air crews will come to 
the U.S. for training, and we will 
base a bomber force somewhere 
on Australian soil. 


TO BE REPLACED.The Cunard Line, 
having been loaned close to • 
$50,000,000 by the British govern- 
ment, will build a new luxury liner 
to replace the Queen Mary, at 81,000 
tons the second-largest liner in 
the world. The Queen Elizabeth at 
83,670 tons is first. 


ABORTION IN JAPAN. According to 
Mrs. Shizue Kato, a member of the 
Upper House of the Japanese diet, 
about 1,000 foreign women annually 
combine abortions with sight-seeing 
in Japan. In her country abortion 
is cheap, legal and easy. An 
estimated 1,500,000 to 1,900,000 
Japanese women each year visit 
neighborhood clinics for that pur- 
pose. The standard fee is now $11. 
In fact, abortion is so easy in 
Japan that the government is afraid 
the abortion rate may soon exceed 
the country's birth rate. 


FACT OF FINANCE. Approximately 158 
of U.'S. taxpayers own almost half of 
all the stocks held by individuals 
in this country. So reports the 
University of Pennsylvania's Wharton 
School in a study, Characteristics 
of Stock Ownership. 


CHICAGO CLIPPING. Minimum haircut 
rates for men in Chicago are now 
$2.25 on weekdays, $2.50 on 
Saturdays, making haircut prices 
there the highest in the nation.

~W"~ohn F. Kennedy, President of Uie United 
m Suites is a millionaire 10 times over. Richest 
m man ever to sit in the White House, he docs

not accept his yearly salary of $100,000.

As of this writing, his leading potential 


rivals in the 1964 Presidential race are Sen. Barry 
Golchvater of Arizona, Gov. Nelson Rockefeller of 
New York, Gov. William Scranton of Pennsylvania 
and Gov. George Roinney of Michigan. All are mil- 
lionaires. 


The wealthiest of this foursome is, of course, 


Gov. Rockefeller. He has an estimated $200,000,- 
000 fortune, the major portion in stock of the Stand- 
ard Oil Company of New Jersey. 


Sen. Barry Goldwater sold his three department 


and men's wear stores in Arizona in September, last 
year, to Associated Dry Goods for 57,052 shares of 
Associated stock at approximately $39 a share, worth 
roughly 52,250,000. Reportedly this sum was di- 
vided three ways among the senator, his hrothcr Bob, 
still president of the Golchvater Stores, and a sister. 
Sen. Goldwatcr remains chairman of the board of 
the Goldwater Stores at approximately $7,500 a 
year. The senator's wife, Peg, the former Peggy 
Johnson of Muncic, Incl., is the wcalthy-in-hcr-own- 
right daughter of 11. P. Johnson and niece of C. S. 
Davis, founders of the highly successful Borg-Warner 
Corporation. 


Another inheritor of great wealth is Gov. William 


Warren Scranton of Pennsylvania, who inherited an 
estimated $10,000,000 from his mother, the late 
Mrs. E. Worthington Scranton, a Republican Na- 
tional Committeewoman for 23 years, known in 
political circles as The Duchess. The governor's an- 
cestors started a foundry in 1840 in Northeastern 
Pennsylvania and gave their name to the town 
which bears it. 


Michigan's Gov. George Romney, prophet of the 


compact car and former president and chairman of 


American Motors, is a millionaire by virtue of exer- 
cising a stock option on 102,305 shares, accorded 
him while he was an automotive executive at sala- 
ries plus bonuses ranging from $100,000 to $149,- 
000' per year. Of the four possible Republican Pres- 
idential candidates, Romney is the only one who be- 
gan life as a poor boy, inherited nothing of substan- 
tial material value and earned his own millions. 


How come these four men, despite their repeated 


denials, have been jockeying for position on the road 
to the White House? How come the 1964 Presiden 
tial race has been pre-empted by millionaire-starters? 


WHAT BECAME OF THE LOG CABIN? 


What's happened to the traditional American 


belief that the candidate born of poor but honest 
parents in a log cabin is blessed with a political 
advantage? Has the log cabin image become passe 
in America? Have we passed from the era of the 
common man to the century of the common million- 
aire? Is it possible that the so-called poor man will 
never again be elected to the Presidency? 


Several weeks ago PAHADK polled, the members 


of the U.S. Senate for their thinking on the follow- 
ing question: "Do you think it probable that in the 
future a nonmillionairc can be elected to the U.S. 
Presidency, campaign expenses being what they are?" 


Half of these brave men refused to answer, one 


explaining his reluctance by pointing out: "This 
whole question of campaign funds is a tricky one. 
The object is to get elected and re-elected without 
selling your soul. It calls for a good deal of tightrope- 
walking, and if you don't mind, I'd rather chicken 
out on the discussion." Other senators, however, 
spoke their minds. Said Sen. George Smathers of 
Florida: "Possible but extremely difficult. 


"From my experience in my own campaign," 


Smathers went on, "plus serving as chairman of the 
Democratic senatorial campaign committee for six 


years and having participated actively in the remit 
Presidential campaign, it becomes ever clearer to me 
that until we broaden the base of campaign contri- 
butions through a tax credit program such as the 
President has recommended and I have introduced, 
it is going to be difficult for a man to run for Pres- 
ident unless he is a millionaire or is financed by 
well-to-do interests to the point where he really is not 
a free man." 


Here is a representative group of other senatorial 


answers: 


Sen. Vance Ilartke C'nd.): 
"A nonmillionaire 


probably will be elected President of the United 
States in the future. But unless a better way to fi- 
nance campaigns is found, the likelihood lessens 
with each passing election. This, of course, is be- 
cause campaigning costs so much. . . ." 


Sen. Jack Miller (Iowa): "Yes. But it will be 


helpful if his wife has a million." 


Sen. Hiram Fong (Hawaii): "Very unlikely." 
Sen. Edward Kennedy (Mass.): "I would cer- 


tainly be hopeful that nonmillionaircs can and will 
be elected to the U.S. Presidency in the future." 


Sen. Hubert Humphrey (Minn.): "The answer is 


'Yes,' provided the nonmillionaire has friends who 
arc dedicated to politics and are willing to be gener- 
ous in assistance, and if he has the enthusiastic sup- 
port of the political parly he represents." 


Sen. Wayne Morse (Ore.): "In my view, since 


campaign expenditures are raised from a wide variety 
of sources, I do not think that the personal bank 
account of a candidate will act either as a hindrance 
or help. . . .'•' 


Sen. Stephen Young (Ohio): "Yes, indeed, I. do. 


Also, I hope I'm right." 


Several senators who declined to be named an- 


swered the question with these statements: "Highly 
improbable,at least in the foreseeable future." "Unless 
there is a significant change in our present methods 
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One of these millionaires (shown with wives) may be Republican candidate for President in 1964: Barry Soldwate), G e o e d o p . c 


of financing Presidential campaigns and preconvcn- 
tion campaigns, the millionaire candidate will con- 
tinue to have a decided advantage over the nonmil- 
lionairc." "I don't like to think that a man's personal 
wealth or lack of it would be a determining factor in 
getting him to the White House, but wealth, either 
earned or acquired, is certainly no handicap. If any- 
thing, it's an asset. Eventually it may become a pre- 
requisite." "I think Harry Truman will go down in 
history asjhe last poor man elected U.S. President." 


When a politician becomes the chosen Presidential 


candidate of his party, he does not finance his own 
campaign. His party picks up the tab for campaign 
expenses and usually goes into debt to do it. 


But where a potential candidate needs his own 


million and that of his friends is during the hard, 
hopeful days of die preconvcntion campaign. This is 
the period we are now in. Sen. Goldwater and Gov. 
Rockefeller and other aspirants are currently spending 
their own funds and those of their supporters, (lying 
around the country with their wives, making speeches, 
TV appearances, taking advertisements, handing out 
stickers, running for the nomination. All this costs 
money. Exactly how much, no one knows. 


PRENOMINATION EXPENSES: $1,000,000 


There is no federal law which requires the disclos- 


ure of prcnomination campaign expenses, but it's a 
fair estimate that the man who obtains die Republi- 
can Presidential nomination next year will have spent 
a minimum of $ 1,000,000. 


After Sen. John F. Kennedy received the Demo- 


cratic nomination in I960, he did a rare thing. He 
allowed a reporter from the St. Louis Post-Dispatch, 
Ed Woods, to inspect his campaign finance records. 
These showed that Kennedy had s|>cnt a total of 
$912,500 in 1959 and I960 to obtain the nomina- 
tion, and this figure included no local spending by 
his supporters. 


What we do know is that Sen. Kennedy received 


$543,939 from 5 Kennedy-for-President state com- 
mittees. He also contributed $60,000 of his own 
money to the preconvcntion campaign. His family 
contributed another $90,000, plus forming a family 
corporation, Ken-Air Corporation, to purchase a 
$385,000 airplane which was leased to the senator 
at $1.75 a mile. Alcmbers of the Kennedy family 
worked without salary and paid their own expenses 
in getting the senator the Democratic Presidential 
nomination, and it is difficult to evaluate monetarily 
their dedicated services. 


The Kennedy records list such expenditures as the 


following: $176,500 for die maintenance of na- 
tional headquarters; $475,000 in primaries ($25,000 
in New Hampshire; $100,000 in Wisconsin; $100,- 
000 in West Virginia; $70,000 in Indiana; $55,000 
in Oregon; $120,000 in other primaries), $37,500 
at the Los Angeles convention and a deficit of $217,- 
000, which possibly accounts for what it cost the 
Kennedys to fly around die country in their private 
plane. 


Of the four Republican possibilities, only one, Gov. 


Rockefeller, has a private plane, a Convair, which he 
owns jointly with his brothers. But the character of 
hit-and-run campaigning has changed so radically 
nowadays that this prop-driven Convair is not fast 
enough for the governor. On a recent speaking tour, 
Rockefeller, in order to speak in New Hampshire, 
Utah and California on the same day, was compelled 
to use commercial jets. Such transportation costs a 
pretty penny, especially when the governor-takes his 
wife, his press secretary and die secretary of his press 
secretary on these tours and in addition pays for the 
transportation and hotel accommodations of two ad- 
vance men. 


Gov. Rockefeller has established his own New York 


headquarters in a five-story brownstone at 22 West 
55th Street in Manhattan. He owns the building, and 


of the 25 people working there, a third are on his per- 
sonal payroll. Rockefeller also employs a brain trust of 
speech-writers, researchers and political advisors—a 
personnel setup that costs him half a million a year. 


Where Rockefeller's money comes from is no secret. 


A grandson of famed John D. Rockefeller, the gover- 
nor inherited fabulous holdings in oil, real estate and 
banking. In financial circles it's been rumored that he 
receives $5,000,000 a year in dividends and interest 
payments. Although this figure may be exaggerated, 
the fact is that Nelson Rockefeller is one of the world's 
richest men. He can afford the race to the White 
House. So, too, can multimillionaire Gov. Scranton of 
Pennsylvania. 


SETUP IS COMPLEX AND COSTLY 


Sen. Goldwater, on the other hand, is only a "small" 


millionaire and must rely on the financial contribu- 
tions of his supporters; reportedly they have promised 
him a $3,000,000 campaign kitty. Goldwater has 
set up campaign headquarters in a suite of offices in 
the Carroll Arms Hotel, across from the Senate Office 
Building in Washington, D.C. He has hired a new 
speech-writer, ex-reporter William PlyUie. His cam- 
paign manager, Dcnison Kitchel, plans to microfilm 
all the senator's speeches, past and present. In down- 
town Phoenix, in a converted two-story drugstore, 
Goldwaler supporters with a paid staff of 10 and an 
unpaid group of 190 volunteers are busy compiling, 
via IBM machines, lengthy mailing lists. The people 
on these lists are solicited for contributions. The execu- 
tive director of the Phoenix headquarters is a profes- 
sional fund-raiser, Frederic Chesnut, long known in 
the New York area as an astute promoter of funds for 
hospitals, churches and community projects. Chesnut 
has equipped his GoIdwatcr-for-Presidcnt headquar- 
ters with the latest automation aids and campaign 
paraphernalia, which includes colorful bumper signs,

To run an effective campaign, to- 


day's Presidency-seeker 
needs air- 


planes, automation, television and 
poll-takers—all expensive. Lou Har- 
ris, until recently President Ken- 
nedy's private pollster, is said to have 
earned more than 5'00,000 from 
the Kennedys for his preconvcnlion 
guidance. Supposedly he told Ken- 
nedy which subjects to stress, which 
to avoid, where rival Nixon was 
strong, where he was vulnerable. 
Such advice is invaluable to the 
prospective candidate. 


WEST VIRGINIA CAMPAIGN 


So, too, is television. When Sen. 


Kennedy entered the Presidential 
primary in West Virginia opposite 
Hubert Humphrey in 1960, a nip- 
iind-tuck battle was expected. Ken- 
nedy, a Catholic, was marching into 
a predominantly Protestant state. In 
West Virginia, the Kennedys, Jack 
and Bobby, went all out, money no 
object. They spent $34,000 on tele- 
vision. They Hew from one end of 
the state to the other, campaigning 
intensely. Kennedy swamped Humph- 
rey. When it was all over, the sena- 
tor from Minnesota complained, "It's 
tough being ganged up on by wealth. 
I campaigned in West Virginia on a 
shoestring cut in half." 


In the early years of our republic, 


many of our Presidents were rich 
men. George Washington, a case 
in point, was one of the wealthiest 
nf his time. But as tlie republic grew 
older and the Industrial Revolution 
expanded, the millionaire business- 
man in America, owing to his pre- 
datory nature, came to be regarded 
with suspicion; his millions were 
frequently 
described 
as 
"tainted 


money," and no successful business- 
man, until Herbert Hoover, reached 
the White House. 


Of late, however, rich men have 


become more acceptable to the Amer- 
ican public as Presidential possibili- 
ties. There are several reasons for 
this: (1) A rich candidate is con- 
sidered not "on the take." He has all 
the money be wants. He doesn't need 
the Presidency to feather his finan- 
cial nest. The poor candidate, it is 
felt, is inevitably corrupted by poli- 
tics and more frequently succumbs 
to "The Deal." (2) With increased 
prosperity, anti-Wall Street and anti- 
big business feeling has diminished 
in this country. (3) Wealthy candi- 
dates frequently give the impression 
that they are dedicated men of serv- 
ice and 
sacrifice. Like others of 


their economic echelon, they might 
have deteriorated into worthless play- 
boys. Instead, as Presidential candi- 
dates they seem devoted to the public- 
service. (<1) Millionaire candidates 
are generally liberal, compensating 
frequently for the piratical tactics 
and unethical conduct of their mo- 
nopolistic forebears. The President 
of inherited wealth is always more 
open handed with government money 
than the President who came up 
the hard way. As such, he attracts 
the large liberal segment of the na- 
tion. (5) finally, the man born to 
money is regarded by many Ameri- 
cans as a patrician of superior back- 
ground, a gentleman of breeding, a 
man of trust and social superiority 
who (its comfortably and naturally 
into the nation's highest office. 


In America the word "million- 


aire" is no longer equated with the 
wages of sin, corruption and exploi- 
tation. Nowadays, (lie possibility ex- 
ists that a millionaire can even be a 
nice guy, can even make a good Pres- 
ident. 
Under 
the 
circumstances, 


[hat's a good development, because 
unless the present system of financ- 
ing campaigns is radically revised in 
this country, it may be that only 
millionaires or friends of that breed 
can aspire successfully to the Presi- 
dency in the future.

nology here have a ne\v technique for passing 
examinations. They go to "Higgle" and get 
"zapped." 


"Higgle" is the Rev. John J. Higgins, 58, a kindly, 


while-haired Jesuit priest who is student counselor 
at this East St. Louis branch of St. Louis University. 
And "/.ap" is the students' word for the simple, sooth- 
ing technique he uses to help them relax and concen- 
trate before examinations. According to Pather Hig- 
gins. a heller word would l>c "suggestion." But actually 
the popular priest practices hypnosis. 


Father Higgins has been hypnotizing students out 


nf their pre-exain jitters here for the past 17 years. 
Each exam period, about one-sixth of the college's 600 
students come for the half-hour treatment, which 
lasts them through the exam period. In fact, the 
treatment is in such demand that it has been put on a 
two-sided long-playing record for use by students 
in college, grade and high schools. And in the proc- 
ess Father Higgins has managed to achieve some 
spectacular results. 


Not long ago, for instance, one student at Parks 


became so upset about pending examinations that he 
developed cramps in his stomach and legs, and on the 
day before exams developed functional blindness. 
Friends took him to the local hospital, where Father 
Iliggins visited him. The priest hypnotized him into 
believing that he would make an A or li on all his 
exams. The boy regained his sight within an hour— 
and ran up an excellent record on all tests. He topped 
it oil' by getting an A on Father Higgins' own philoso- 
phy exam. 


In another instance, one boy became what Father 


Higgins describes as "a gibbering idiot" just before 
exams. He was taken lo the closed ward of a psychi- 
atric hospital, where Father Iliggins interviewed and 
gradually brought him back to normal. Since then, 
each exam time, he has come to Father Higgins to 
get /apped. He has rolled up an enviable school record 
and hasn't had any trouble since. 


Actually, Father Iliggins got his start as a hypnotist 


almost without knowing it, when he was hnspitali/ed 
back in 1927. One day. on the hospital grounds he 
noticed a middle-aged man walking to and fro, sob- 
bing. Father Higgins walked over and asked him what 
the matter was. "I'm going to hell," said the man. The 
priest began to talk to him soothingly. And he noticed 
that his calm, almost sleepy voice seemed to help the 
man relax, and virtually put him into a trance. "It 
wasn't exactly hypnosis, but it was something like it," 
the priest says in retrospect. 


After watching vaudeville performers, studying 


books on the subject and professional training, Father 
Higgins began to perfect his techniques. Other priests 
began to send for him when confronted by hysterical 
or panicky persons. In 1946, as dean of Rockhurst 
College, Kansas City, he began to use hypnosis to 
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help veterans witli stuttering problems. When lie came 
to St. Louis as counselor, he reali/.ud that hypnosis 
would be helpful for everyday exam stress. 


Actually, Father Higgins' technique, which has the 


blessing of his Jesuit superiors, is a simple one. He 
brings a student to his ollice, has him lie or sit in a 
relaxed state and focus his attention on some monoto- 
nous sound, such as the ticking of a clock. This puts 
the boy into a light trance. 


"Then all you have to do," says Father Higgins, "is 


suggest self-relaxation by a poslhypnntie suggestion or 
signal. You suggest to them that when they wake up 
they'll be able to help themselves overcome the fear 
and panic by some device such as taking a deep breath. 


"If you don't get the desired results with this tech- 


nique," Father Higgins says, "you use what we call 
revivification. You take them back, via a deeper trance, 
to the time when the examination panic first began. 
Sometimes these memories go back to the second or 
third grade. With one boy, who was failing English, 
the panic went back to a day in second grade when 
he got back a spelling paper with every word marked 
wrong. After you've found the source of the trouble, 
you plant a posthypnotic suggestion that when they 
panic, they're just to recall that they're no longer the 
little second-grader who flunked the spelling exam. 
It usually works." 


WEE-HOURS SESSIONS 


Just in ease it doesn't work, however, Father Hig- 


gins keeps himself available at all times. He lives in 
his cluttered, two-room office right on the campus, 
and students often drop in at 2:30 or even SA.M. for 
a chat, a counseling session or to get zapped. In an 
average clay, he is likely to zap 10 students. 


Father Higgins regards prc-exam jitters as a serious 


problem. He estimates that 20 to 25 per cent of all 
high school and college students experience "severe 
temporary emotional disturbances" at exam time. The 
rate is higher in college, because so much more is at 
stake. Fxam panic, be says, often leads to suicide and 
breakdowns, as well as failures. 


The priest has great faith in hypnosis, or auto- 


suggestion, as a means of therapy. It may have an 
unlimited potential, he feels, through the use of such 
records as his "The Professor's Secret of Study," one 
side of which relaxes the student and the other of 
which places anti-panic suggestions in his mind. Use 
of the record has been the core of his experiments in 
the lower, grades at Holy Family School, East St. 
Louis. According to school officials, a number of 
students have since raised their grades. 


And curing exam jitters is not the only use for his 


technique, Father Higgins says. He has treated people 
sent to him by physicians for stuttering, headaches 
and nervous tension and skin rashes. And he foresees 
the day when hypnosis will be standard procedure, 
not only for exam panic, but for juvenile delinquency, 
alcoholism and other problems as well. 


Working with younfisters, Father Higgins gives relaxation treatment 
to Sth-graders at Holy Family School. Father Higgins also helps doctors, 
parish priests. He once hypnotized auditorium full of 300 students. 


Entranced students listen to recording of Father Higgins' voice. 
Between his visits, they play it three times daily. Nuns find "Professor's 
Secret of Study" disc improved both grades and class behavior.

ot long ago, Vice-President Lyndon 


Johnson and his vivacious wife, "Lady 
Bird," placed an ovcr-thc-occan phone 
call From Iceland to their podiatrist 


here. The first thing they wanted upon their 
return from overseas was an appointment. 
"Our feet are killing us!" they wailed. 


Every day 100,000 Americans join the 


chorus as they limp into podiatrists' offices on 
corns, calluses, bunions, overlapping toes, in- 
grown toenails, warts and spurs. 


President Kennedy's famous back ailment, 


according to his physician, may be related to 
a foot problem. Indeed, 20 per cent of all low 
back pain is traceable to feet. Kx-President 
Kiscnhower is treated regularly by a podiatrist 
at Washington's Waller Heed Hospital for a 
bothersome callus which hampers his golf 
game. His wife, Mamie, receives treatment for 
locnail trouble. 


Even Abraham Lincoln had a podiatrist. 


The Great Mmancipalnr's pedal extremities 
bothered him so much that Dr. Isacher Zach- 
arie became one of his most frequent callers 
and confidants, often carrying presidential 
messages to Union generals. 


The human foot is an engineering marvel. 


Its 26 bones, bound together by S3 joints, 100 
ligaments, 20 muscles and millions of muscle 
libers and blood vessels, take fantastic amounts 
of stress and strain. In an average lifetime, the 
feet walk 70,000 miles—nearly three times 
around the world. 


Foot health affects all die rest of the body. 


Had feet can cause bad posture, which in turn 
constricts body organs, causing indigestion, 
breathing difficulty and poor circulation. Some- 
limes conditions diagnosed as rheumatism, 
ostcoarthrilis or gout turn out to be the reper- 
cussions of fool trouble. And lasl but not least, 
sore feet can lie the source of irritability and 
depression. 


Although most people are aware of the im- 


portance of foot health, (he majority limit foot 
care to a concern for appearance. They con- 
centrate on foot glamour and neglecl the very 
important bones, ligaments, tendons and mus- 
cles which determine to such a great extent 
their total well-being. 


l;oot beauty is easily achieved. In an hour, 


an ugly hammer toe or chronic corn can be 
surgically corrected. The podiatrist uses a local

anesthetic, filing away a section of deformed 
bone, sometimes altering a ligament. Rarely 
will there be a scar. Cost: from $50 to $200. 


Removal of disfiguring bunions costs more 


($ 125 to $400), because the great toe affects 
the entire body's balance, and special post- 
operative care may be required. Surgery can 
also solve other foot defects, from overlapping 
toes to tailor's bunions (on the small toe). 


Another technique for foot correction is 


prostlmtics. A few years ago, a lady rumba 
band leader lost the front half of her foot in an 
accident. Dr. Abe Rubin, a Washington podia- 
trist, took "an impression of her healthy foot 
and made a prosthetic of skin-tinted foam la- 
tex to duplicate her missing foot front. She now 
rumbas happily in cut-out dancing slippers. 


But podiatrists caution their patients: "Foot 


health first, beauty later." Spike-heeled shoes, 
for instance, should be worn only for limited 
periods. Women who persist in wearing too- 
high heels should get their shoes braced and 
lajicd to insure proper foot and back balance. 


HOW TO AVOID FOOT TROUBLE 


KEEP YOUR fEET CLEAN. USE WARM, NOT HOT, 
WATER AND MILD SOAP. 
DRY SKIN CAREFULLY. DON'T RUB HARD. 
APPLY LANOLIN, COCOA BUTTER OR OLIVE OIL 
TO LUBRICATE DRY SKIN. 
TRY TO AVOID INFECTIONS LIKE ATHLETE'S FOOT 
BY WEARING SLIPPERS AT SWIMMING POOLS, 
BATHHOUSES AND PUBLIC SHOWERS. 
DON'T TAKE IT UPON YOURSELF TO CUT CORNS OR 
INGROWN TOENAILS. HAVE A PODIATRIST DO IT. 
IN CASE OF BRUISES, BURNS, CUTS, CRACKS OR 
FROSTBITE, SEE A DOCTOR AT ONCE. 
DON'T "DOCTOR" YOUR FEET WITH STRONG 
MEDICATIONS. HAVE A'PHYSICIAN PRESCRIBE 
FOR ANY ULCER OR SORE ON THE FOOT OR LEG. 


Men's shot's should be comfortably roomy. 


In general, the 75 known foot ailments arc- 


caused by improper shoes and lack of proper 
exercise. By walking only on flat surfaces— 
such as paved streets and sidewalks---the foot 
lacks the opportunity for exercise. 


Much foot trouble can be avoided if n few 


basic rules are followed. (Sec box.~) Children's 
feet should be cheeked regularly, because neg- 
lected foot troubles can prove disabling later. 


A few years ago, a pigeon-toed, 4-year-old 


girl was brought to the podiatrist by her frantic 
mother. The child had difficulty in walking, 
tripped constantly. The podiatrist fitted spe- 
cially designed elongated steel plates into the 
child's shoes. Her still-pliable feet were forced 
in the proper direction and the situation cor- 
rected in two years. More important, a serious 
personality problem was avoided. 


Nor should adults neglect persistent foot 


trouble. Serious body disease often is revealed 
through foot symptoms. Anemia, heart disease, 
diabetes, kidney ailments and gout may Hash 
their first danger signals in the feet. 


The science of foot care has come a long 


..way since the days of the itinerant corn-cutters 
of 50 years ago. But there still is a need for 
greater awareness of just how important it is 
to keep feet in good walking—and good work- 
ing—order.

In his long and lucrative directional 


career, multimillionaire Hitchcock — he 
made Psycho for $800,000, and to date 


it's earned $14,000,000, half of which 
goes to him—has boomed many an actress 
(Madeleine Carroll, Ingrid Bergman, 
Grace Kelly) to the top rung of screen 
stardom. I le now believes he can do the 
same with Tippi (real name—Nathalie) 


1 ledren. 


I le readily admits that Hollywood has 


been unable to mnke any new stars for the 
past 7 or 8 years, ever since TV became the 
primary entertainment medium of the na- 
tion, but he feels "reasonably sure" he can 
reverse the trend with his lovely novice. 


WORD-OF-MOUTH PUBLICITY 


"It's going lo be tough," he concedes, 


"because I can't give her repeated expo- 
sure the way we did with young players 
years ago when studios were making 50 
and 60 lilms a year. Rut what I plan to 
do is to promote Tippi in big pictures, 
lilms of quality that compel attention. 


"If I can get this girl to give outstand- 


ing performances in two or three films, so 
that we start a favorable word-of-moutb 
campaign, i f f can build her up as a young 
actress of beauty, dignity and mystery, a 
gracious, high-style lady-somcoiie like a 
young Grace Kelly, Myrna Loy, Irene 
Dunne, Greer Garson, Claudctte Colbert, 
then I think we've got a chance of mak- 
ing a new star, because I think that's the 
type of star a hungry public wants, not 
the girl with the big, bold, brazen, top 
heavy front. 


"The thing to do is to cloak Tippi with 


a veil of mystery, keep her out of the 
gossip columns. I don't want phony items 
planted about her such as 'Troy Dona- 
hue's new love is Tippi I ledren.1 or 'Gary 
Grant's latest heartthrob is Tippi I led- 
ren'—that's rot, and it's worthless. 1 want 
Tippi to get a publicity build-up away 
from the movie pages, and 1 want it to be 
gradual and dignified. 


"We're getting her a new wardrobe. 


Alexandra, the hair stylist from Paris, has 
llown his assistant over here to re-do her 
hair. I'm trying to teach her a new taste 
in art and literature, because she's going 
to play a great variety of roles for inc. I 
honestly think she's got what the public 
wants—subtle and wholesome sex. She's 
a female volcano whose lava is about to 
erupt." 


Hitchcock says the first time he saw 


Tippi Hedren, she was advertising a 
breakfast commercial on TV. The next day 
he saw her in the same commercial, 
phoned his agent and told him to sign the 
girl. "I was that sure," he says, "she had 
what it takes. I didn't even bother to in- 
terview her." Hitch's agent signed the girl 
to a 7-year contract, starting salary S500 


a week. 


That was a year ago. Today. Tippi 


Hedren, 28-year-old divorcee from Min- 
neapolis (F.dina Grade and West High 
School) with a 6-year-old daughter, is 
caught up in the Hollywood ring-a-ding, 
determined to give the career bit "every 
ounce of energy I've got."

A well-bred, thin-faced young woman 


of 5-fect 4, 107 pounds, mature and per- 
ceptive, endowed with an extremely pho-

will jam the U. S. mails this month. 
The average family will send about 


60, chosen from a whopping variety of 
50,000. 


Yuleticlc cards are designed for every 


relative imaginable—and for your boss, 
neighbor, clergyman, doctor, milkrnnn and 
newsboy. One card says: MERRY CHRIST- 
MAS FROM OUR DOG TO YOUR DOG! 


The father of the American Christmas 


card industry was Louis Prang, a German 
immigrant lithographer who began pro- 
ducing holiday cards in Roxbury, Mass., 
in 1875. A woman employee suggested to 
Prang: Why not add the words "Merry 
Christmas" to the small floral cards? He 
did, and his business flourished. 


Today, however, instead of being a 


pleasure, sending holiday cards is apt to 
be just one more time-consuming chore in 
an already overcrowded season. Because 
the burden is in danger of replacing the 
joy of card-sending, PARADE interviewed 
leading etiquette experts to find out their 
answers to the most commonly asked ques- 
tions about Christmas cards: 


Q. Must I send a Christmas card to 


everybody who sends one to me? 


A. No. A Christmas card doesn't need 


a reply. It should be a spontaneous, 
friendly greeting. 


Q. Should I send Christmas cards to my 


Jewish friends? 


A. Do not send Christmas cards to Or- 


thodox Jews. It is all right to send them to 
the overwhelming majority of American 
Jews. However, it is more thoughtful not 
to send cards which portray religious 
themes such as the Nativity, Holy Family 
and Christ Child. 


Q. Whose name is written first—a hus- 


band's or a wife's? 


A. It is courteous for the person who 


signs the card to write his or her name 
last. If a wife signs the card for herself 
and her husband, it should read, "Ed and 
Peggy" or "Ed and Peggy Smith." 


Q. Whose name comes first when the 


names of husband and wife are printed 
or engraved? 


A. The wife's, generally. 
Q. Should "Mr. and Mrs." or "Miss" be: 


used in signatures? 


A. No. Presumably you're sending 


Christmas cards to friends and don't need 
to refer to yourself as "Mr. and Mrs."; the 
abbreviation should also be omitted with 
formal or business acquaintances. 


Q. When children's names are included, 


what is the correct form? 


A. Family signatures always begin with 


the father's name: e.g., "Ed, Peggy and 
Jell'." If you have more than one child, yon 
may sign your card: "F.d, Peggy, Jeff, Sue 
and Debbie (Smith)." Or "The Five 
Smiths—lid, Peggy, Jeff, Sue and Deb- 
bie." Don't use the lazy term "and family." 
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CARDS? 


Q. It is proper to write on Christmas cards? 
A. Yes—more and more people are doing so. 


Even if it is only a line, a simple, handwritten 
message always warms up your card. 


Q. How shall I address a card if I know only 


the husband (or the wife)? 


A. Address it to both the husband and wife. 
Q. How should I address a card to a widow 


or divorcee? 


A. Use the first and last name she prefers. 
Q. Are family photographs proper to send as 


Christmas cards? 


A. Yes, to close friends. Some will keep 


them as a record of your children's year-to- 
year development. But don't send your 
"family gallery" to casual acquaintances. 


Q. Should Christmas cards be set sealed or 


unsealed? 


A. Sealed. First-class postage is especially 


important. Use the colorful new five-cent 
Christmas tree stamp. By spending five cents 
on postage, you may include written messages, 
and your cards are delivered quicker, will be 
forwarded or returned to you, if undelivered, 
without additional postage. 


Q. Should I put my full name and address 


on the envelope, or does it look like a bid for 
a return card? 


A. It is both proper and practical to do so. 


This year the Post Office Department is espe-

cially anxious for you to include your /IF 
Code number in your return address on your 
envelopes. Printed stickers of your name and 
address can also be used. Your return address 
not only ensures that your cards arrive but en- 
ables your friends to update their address book. 


Q. Should 1 send a Christmas card to a 


friend with a recent death in the family? 


A. Yes. People don't shut off contacts with 


their friends during periods of mourning. Ac- 
tually, there are special Christinas cards with 
messages of sympathy just for this purpose. 


Q. Should a wife's name be included in her 


husband's business Christmas cards? 


A. Absolutely not! Keep business and per- 


sonal lists separate! When business Christmas 
cards are sent, the company should send them, 
not a wife who isn't a member of the firm. 


Q. Is there anything useful \ve can do with 


our Christmas cards after the holidays instead 
of throwing them away? 


A. Tor many years I have sent mine to the 


children's ward of my local Connecticut hos- 
pital. It gives the children pleasure to look at 
them and provides a plentiful, free supply of 
material for cutouts and paste-ups. So check 
with your local hospital before you throw 
yours away this year. 


If you follow these suggestions, a Merry 


Christmas should he "in the cards" for you!

awarded most of Chamizal 
to Mexico, but the United 
States refused to accept the 
decision. 


Ever since then, Chamizal 


has been a sort of no man's 
land between El Paso and 
Juarez, until President Ken- 
nedy proclaimed: "How can 
we expect to solve the prob- 
lems of Berlin if we are not 
able to solve minor prob- 
lems with Mexico?"

Parks was rated highly by everyone because of his 


great speed. He has been clocked in 4.5 seconds for 40 
yards In football gear. His coach at Texas Tech says "you 
see him in a game and he's all over the field, but you 
don'I fully realize his true greatness ontil you check the 
movies and see an the things he does." 


The selection was unexpected because the 49ers (1) 


already had picked Oregon State's great end, Vern Burke, 
as a "future" a year ago, and (2) everyone figured they 
would take quarterback George Mira of Miami U.

Numerous Talents

Fritz Reiner, the cele- 


brated conductor who 
passed away on Nov. 15 and 
about whom I wrote in last 
week's Major & Minor 
Notes, was a man of quick 
and drastic decisions. A1-. 
though he held life tenure 
as a conductor of the Dres- 
den Opera, he abruptly quit 
the position because of "nar- 
row nationalism" and came 
to America. 


*It took a certain amount 


of courage," he said. "I don't 
like a kowtowing system of 
aristocracies. I am all Amer- 
ican.' I am democratically 
minded and I like this kind 
of government"

REINER HAD a success- 


ful career in America but 
he also did much guest con- 
ducting in most of the capi- 
tals of Europe. In 1919 he 
became conductor of the 
.Cincinnati Orchesta, where 
•he remained for nine years. 
; In 1931 the Curtis In- 
:$titute of MusicJn Philadel- 
phia asked Reiner to become 
,head of the orchestra de- 
Apartment and teach con- 
ducting. 
His fame as a 


;teacher equaled his fame as 
|a conductor. He used to say 
,to his pupils, "Watch out 
;for emergencies: they are 
•your big chance.™ 
i "Emergencies" 
such as 


; suddenly ill conductors, pro- 
.videj Reiner with many op- 


(portcnities to step up the 
.ladder to fame. 


I WHILE LV 'Philadelphia, 
; Reiner organized the Phil- 
.adelphia Opera Company. 


He also conducted opera in 
San Francisco. From 1938 
to 1&48 he conducted the 
Pittsburgh, Pa, orchestra. 
Despite the splendid accom- 
plishment Reiner had made 
with this orchestra, the 
management decided to cur- 
tail both season and. per- 
sonnel. Reiner offered to 
take a salary cut and keep 
the number of his musicians. 
But management was obdu- 
rate, so Reiner resigned. 
• • • • 


AND THEN the Metro- 


politan Opera snapped him 
up. He made his debut there 
on Feb. 4. 1949, conducting 
Strauss' "Salome." Virgil 
Thompson called it "one of 
the great musico-dramatic 
performances of our cen- 
tury." Reiner conducted at 
the Met until the end of the 
1952-53 season. 


Never letting the grass 


prow under his feet, Reiner, 
the opportunist, went from 
the Met to the C h i c a g o 
Symphony Orchestra which 
he conducted from 1953 
until 1950, when a heart at- 
tack forced him to retire 
with onry occasional per- 
formances. In 1962 he re- 
signed and was about to 
take op another conductor- 
ship at the Met when death 
claimed him.

Seal of Salvation

VtAPlDLY stamping a batch of envelopes carry- 


ing Christmas greetings, the Copenhagen postal 


cJerk glanced up from his work. A smile curved 
the corners of his lips. "Why not?"* he thought 
"It'll work. At least, it's worth trying." 


"Good morning, Einar."* The postmaster's voice 


interrupted the big, jovial clerk's thoughts. "Knute 
won't be in this morning. Afraid youTl have to do 
as much of his work as ycni can. Too bad we're 
so rushed.™ 


"Yes," agreed Einar. His grin faded. Not be- 


cause he minded the extra work—far from it. But 
he knew why industrious Knute w-ould be absent. 
Sick and emaciated little Hans, the youngest of 
Knute's five children, was bedridden again. To care 
for the tubercular child, widower Knute had missed 
woik several times of Ute. Loving children as he 
did, Einar often wished he could bring the rosy 
hue back to the youngster's cheeks. 


IT WAS 1904, just a few weeks before Christ- 


mas, the busiest season of the year at the post of- 
fice. From dawn to dusk, Einar sorted and stamped 
the thousands of envelopes carrying the season's 
greetings from the people of Copenhagen to their 
friends. But only the thoughts of the thousands of 
sick and needy children, and especially little Hans, 
marred Einar*s spirits. "If only ! could do some- 
thing to help those poor kids," he often mused. 
And row he had an idea—a plan that might work. 


Eagerly he poured his idea into the ready ears 


e>f his fellow employes. Most of them agreed with 


' Einar. "It's worth trying," one mail carrier said. 


"And if the plan succeeds, it'll be a million times 
worth the effort we put into it." 


The employes told the customers who came 


to the post office. They liked the idea, too, and 
passed it along to their friends and neighbors. The 
plan spread by word of mouth through the streets 
and into the homes of Copenhagen with epidemic 
rapidity. Within a few days it became the chief 
topic of conversation over all Denmark. Even King 
Christian IX caught the fever. 


EIN'AR'S IDEA was so simple that he won- 


dered why no one had thought of it before. Couldn't 
all those letters and greetings going through the 
mails during the Christmas season carry a special 
stamp? 
If such a stamp sold for a penny and 


enough folks bought them, there would be suffi- 
cient money to help Copenhagen's needy children 
and perhaps even start the construction of a tuber- 
culosis hospital. 


To test the possibilities of the plan a printer 


set his press with a plate bearing the picture of 
Queen Louise of DenTiark and rolled out two mil- 
lion stamps. Newspaper editors and magazine writ- 
ers urged their readers to dig in their pockets and 
buy the stickers. The readers needed little coaxing, 
however, and in a short time the supply had been 
exhausted; two million more had to be printed. 
Everyone, it seemed, supported the plan not only 
In spirit but financially as well. Some ardent sup- 
porters even refused to accept a letter unless it 
carried a seal. 


Einar Holboell had not expected such an over- 


whelming response to his idea, and of course he 
was overjoyed. Now little Hans could be properly 
car id for and land bought for the construction of 


a tuberculosis hospital. The success of the Christ- 
mas Seal drive sparked the enthusiasm of many 
doctors and scientists. They took a new interest 
in researching for the cause of the disease and in 
stamping it out. A great crusade had begun. 


ENTHUSIASTIC about the crusade, an Ameri- 


can, Jacob Riis, w hose six brothers had died from 
the dread disease, published an article to persuade 
the people of the United States to adopt a Christ- 
mas Seal program. But Americans were slow to 
rally behind the cause. The response to the plea 
was almost negative. 


Fortunately, Miss Emily Bissell championed 


the cause, or Christmas Seals might never have 
come to the United States. As secretary of the 
Delaware Red Cross, Miss Bissell and a few others 
were struggling to keep an open-air tuberculosis 
sanitarium on the historic Braridywine River going 
with almost no money. Now, unless she succeeded 
in raising $300 in a hurry, the institution would 
have to close its doors permanently. But no one 
seemed interested; everyone turned a deaf car to 
her pleas for financial aid. 


"Well keep the sanitarium open if we have 


to raise the money penny by penny," Miss Bissell 
declared. About that time she happened to read 
Jacob Riis' article on Christmas Seals. The idea 
appealed to her. "We'll sell tuberculosis seals and 
get the money we need," she told the directors of 
the sanitarium. 


BUT THE PROBLEM wasn't quite that easy 


to solve. Low on funds, the Red Cross could not 
sponsor the printing of the seals, but it did agree 
to permit the use of the familiar crimson cross. 
A charity-minded printer, Charles Story, agreed to 
print the desired stamps on credit. In a short time 
50,000 Christmas Seals designed by Miss Bissell 
were ready for the public. The stamp design con- 
sisted of a green holly garland centered with a 
red cross and a cheerful "Merry Christmas." 


Now another obstacle loomed. Although the 


Danish seals had been sold at post office windows, 
the postmaster general of the United States refused 
to permit the sales at government stamp windows 
in this country. Early in December, however. Miss 
Bissell set up a booth in the lobby of Wilmington's 
main post office ar.d displayed the stamps pack- 
aged in small envelopes. But few persons bought 
them. Post office patrons practically ignored the 
little booth. The first day's sales brought only $25. 


A lesser person night have been vanquished by 


this indifference, but not Emily Bissell. If one 
method failed, there were others to try. And so 
she boarded a train to Philadelphia, determined to 
stir tip public enthusiasm for her cause. 


\vrm THE COURAGE of a crusader, she in- 


vaded the offices of the City of Brotherly Love's 
greatest newspaper. "We can beat tuberculosis," 
she told the editor, and then enthusiastically cut- 
lined her plan. The editor, however, was zdamar.t. 
He could see no connection between the ravaging 
disease and the Christmas season. And Miss Bis- 
sell's hope of saving the Brandywine Sanitarium 
began to fade. 


Luckily, one of the paper's editorial writers, 


Leigh Mitchell Hodges, who listened to the con- 


versation, sensed the value of the idea. His eager- 
ness convinced the editor. "Fighting tuberculosis 
is a worthy cause," the newspaperman admitted. 
"This paper will do everything it can to help." And 
suiting his actions to his words, he not only gave 
space for publicity in the paper but also crdered 
50,000 stamps. That marked a turning point in Miss 
Bissell's crusade. 


At the opening of the first Philadelphia sale 


of Christmas Seals on Dec. 16, 1S07, a ragged little 
newsboy reached up with a penny—he was too 
small to see over the counter:—and said, "Gimme 
one. Me sister's got it!" He got the message of the 
seals and so did the Philadelphian<;. who whole- 
heartedly backed the program. 


IN TWO DAYS Miss Bissell had more than 


enough money to save the sanitarium. But it didn't 
stop there. Many persons wanted to help sell the 
stamps; civic leaders, newspapers and government 
officials endorsed the idea. Even President Theo- 
dore Roosevelt eagerly backed the plan. Miss BIs- 
se-Il's goal of $300 was passed and soared to $3,000. 


Encouraged by these results, the American 


Re-d Cross sponsored the first nationwide Christmas 
Seal campaign the following year. The first year 
brought in $135,000. In 1910, the National Tuber- 
culosis Association joined the campaign. A few 
years later this organization took over the entire 
campaign, which, of course, is row an annual event. 


As its official symbol, the National Tubercu- 


losis Association adopted the double barred cross, 
sign of the ancient crusaders. Every Christmas Seal 
bears this imprint. 


TODAY, THERE ARE 3,000 tuberculosis as- 


sociations across the nation. From each dollar they 
collect from the sale of seals, all but 6 cents re- 
mains in the community and state in which it was 
raised to fight the battle against the disease which 
still causes many deaths. The seals have become as 
much a part of Christmas as Santa and his reindeer. 


Now the Christmas Seal is sold the world over 


during December. As testimony to the good the 
seals do, only one person dies from tuberculosis 
today for every six in 1S04.

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Automation 


Comes to 


Archery

»i"IGHT THOUSAND years or so ago, archery 
Mj* was the atomic bomb of the Stone Age. Much 
later, the flying arrow cut its way through history 
in 1066 at the Battle of Hastings, when Norman 
conquerors crossed the channel to England. And. 
In 1415, English archers chalked up a win in the 
Hundred Years' War against the French at Agia- 
court. 


For centuries, men served their appointed 


hours at the archery range to Rain certain benefits 
in taxes or military service, as an organized re- 
serve. 


Now. in a more genteel atmosphere, archery 


is a sport that is rapidly becoming big business 
with some 7,500,000 participants who target-shoot 
at ranges, in the field, and who trade the hunting 
rifle and shotgun for the bow and arrow. 


Although only 28,000 men and women con- 


stitute the membership of major archery associa- 
tions, the 7500,000 is an educated estimate of the 
part-time enthusiasts — those who occasionally 
spend an hour or two at a range, 


THOSE MILLIONS will seem insignificant. 


now that fresh ideas are being injected into the 
ancient sport. The number is expected to double 
and even treble before many years pass. 


These days, the accent is on convenience. It 


means automated ranges-with archers sitting out 
rounds in fancy plastic chairs on deep-pile carpet. 
Instead of spending most of their time walking to 
targets and pulling arrows, the touch of a button 
does the work for them. 


The idea of automated archery is only about 


two yean old, but it's already gone through a gen- 
eration of refinement as operators and patrons 
alike spawn innovations. 


Some of the freshest ideas are coming from 


a new firm in Orange with a fresh, new name— 
Arrow Dynamics—which sounds as though it be- 
longs to the aerospace industry. 


Partners in the firm include James C. Kern. 


long an archery enthusiast, instructor, and former 
manager of Robin Hood Lanes in Garden Grove, 
who oversees manufacture and installation; Dean 
Parsons, instrumental in bringing Robin Hood into 
being and now working as leasing agent and man- 
agement man for the new company, and Barry 
Miller, versed in league coordination, who will form 
and schedule teams and activities. 


"WHAT WE WANT to do." says Parsons, "is 


set up complete indoor ranges that include every- 
thing from targets to scoring tables. Well even 
provide management, either permanently or just 
long enough for an owner to get started."

thing in view is furnished in the setup. The target. 
reversible with the pressure of a hand, is backed 
with special excelsior material that absorbs arrows 
with a minimum of damage to the backing. 


When an archer has shot his round, a push 


on one of seven buttons brings the target up to 
the foul line from a distance as great as 90 feet, 
maximum for tournament play. One of the other 
six buttons sends the target gliding smoothly back 
to any preset footage. Two-inch accuracy assures 
association acceptance of the movable assembly. 


A safety mat placed an inch or two inside the 


foul line immediately stops the target at any p jint. 
It is almost impossible for a small chilj or careless 
adult to reach the target or overstep the 1 ne with- 
out treading on the mat. 


LEAGUE RECORD books, quality bows and 


arrows, seating, even the ash trays come with the 
new lanes. Each is set off by a modernistically de- 
signed divider. 


"Before automated lanes," says Jim Kern,

"archers either had to find an outdoor range. 
usually some distance from home, or shoot at a 
gallery affair that didn't meet their needs or arch- 
ery rules. The new lanes change all that." 


They'll change something else, too. in the 


equipment line. Too often, a neophyte is saddled 
with improper gear because he has no way to 
learn his real needs. 


New facilities will include a pro shop, where 


an accomplished archer will guide the beginner 
and where equipment will be sold. The shop will 
accommodate the novice who wants to spend no 
more than $30 or so, as well as the expert who 
seeks the best in the $ 150 class. 


"We can place an archery lane in position in 


less than five hours," says Dean Parsons. "If a 
bowling lane operator has alleys that aren't paying 
their way, it's no problem. We simply spot th« 
nrchny target and track on top, and he's ready 
for a business boost. The new equipment doesn't 
disturb the wood in the least." 


SO FAR. three archery ranges serve the South- 


land in Garden Grove, Downey and Covina. Nation- 
wide, automation has come to Tacoma and Seattle, 
Wash., and Carrington, N. D. There will be more. 


"With the con\-enience," says Barry Miller, 


"we visualize regular league play with handicaps. 
There's no reason why Scouts, boys' clubs, high 
school and college groups can't participate." 


The partners foresee installations in hospitals, 


too. not only as a recreation activity, but a3 a sup- 
plement to therapy departments. Proper shooting 
requires a steady puH, coordination and a good eye 
with a few grains of patience added. 


Larry Eaks, a war veteran and long-term 


wheelchair patient, shoots with the Sidewinders in 
the Garden Grove area. He's enthusiastic about 
automated archery. Admittedly, there's exercise in 
wheeling up to a target and back, but it can get 
tiresome in meet play. Electrified lanes eliminate 
the drudgery. 


SAYS MRS. EARS, also a member of the Side- 


winders: "The team was go-'ng to be an all-wheel- 
chair group, but now it's mixed. And don't let Larry 
fool you. He and his chairbome teammates ara 
tough competitors." 


"Some time in the next five or 10 years," say 


the company's partners, "automated archery is go- 
ing to come to physical education classes and 
school teams. Cities are going to support recreation 
centers every bit as plush as the newer bowling 
operations.

California Yule Spirit in 1846

^N 1846 DIARY account of 


Christmas in 
Southern 


California, written 117 years 
ago by the doctor who be- 
came the first president of 
Los Angeles County Medical 
Association, shows that the 
Christmas spirit is unquench- 
able. 


John G. Griffin, M.D., was 


assistant surgeon with the 
U.S. Army under General 
Kearny when he wrote his 
notes about the last Christ- 
mas in California under 
Spanish-Mexican rule. 


That Christmas was an 


emotional and d r a m a t i c 
period in California history. 
The worst tragedy of the 
Mexican war here was keenly 
felt by the many injured U.S. 
soldiers laid up under Dr. 
Griffin's care. They had suf- 
fered three times as many 
casualties as the Califomians 
who had attacked them in the 
Battle of Pasqual fought near 
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Dr. Jofin S. Griffin, an 
assHtani A r m y surgeon, 
wrote cl CKrljtmai. 1844. 


the present towns of Escon- 
dido and Homona. 


THE CABALLEROS knew 


best how to fight on their 
own home ground. The Mexi- 
can reatas and lances were 
skillfully w i e l d e d against 
muskets with wet powder and 
the swords of travel-weary 
cavalrymen in A r m y blue 
who had made their way over 
the !ong trail 
from New 


Mexico- The California horse- 
men wore wide leather chaps 
with cowboy outfits and 
typical Mexican hats, as au- 
thentically depicted in diar- 
ama in the Early California 
History Room of the Los An- 
geles County Museum. 


Reinforcements from San 


Diego arrived in time to turn 
defeat into X'ictory as the 
Califomians w i t h d r e w and 
Dr. Griffin, with the help of 
Kit Carson, managed to trans- 


port the wounded to Old 
Town then held by American 
troops. The battle took place 
Dec. 6. 


As Christmas approached, 


there was pain, loneliness and 
worry among the wounded, 
who could not know how well 
Lt. Col. John C. Fremont was 
progressing on his march to 
capture Santa Barbara. They 
could not guess that two 
weeks later, on Jan. 13, 1847, 
he would reach San Fernando 
and sign the Cahucnga Treaty 
to end war in California and 
make it a part of the United 
States. (A photo copy of-the 
"Articles of Capitulation- 
hangs opposite the Pasqual 
Battle scene at the museum.) 


DR. GRIFFLVS w o r d s 


make it understood that the 
sick and dying men did "try 
to put aside their grievances 
and concentrate on Christmas 
in the spirit of the towns- 
folk." Little ones planned for 
pinatas and tried to mould 
small animals for their trees 
of life while adults prepared 
for f e a s t i n g and parties. 
-Odors of warm pepper and 
garlic mingled with those of 
roasting 
pigs, ducks 
and 


chickens,™ huts were hung 
with color and all donned 
their Sunday clothes. 


The doctor had been too 


busy to write Dec. 24 and 25 
when one man died in spite 
of all he could do to save 
him, but he added to his his- 
torical diary on the evening 
of Dec. 26. His last words 
that day are significant of 
the Christmas spirit: 


"We had a fine formal ball 


last night and quite a few 
beautiful women turned out."

» LMOST everyone has had

However, most of them are 
one-gallon in capacity. The 
oldest, and one which is a 
favorite of his, is more than 
100 years old and came from 
his great-aunt's home in Iowa. 
Others were gleaned on the 
Vancils' travels 
throughout 


the country, many coming 
from 
Virginia, Tenne s s e e, 


Kentucky and Missouri. Most 
of the jugs were direct pur- 
chases, and not gifts, for, as 
Vancil says. "They don't give 
them away!" (One authority 
on antiques includes the old 
stoneware jugs high on her 
list of "... most sought-after 
collectable* today.™

The 
label, "Star Liquor House, 
Akron, Ohio, Albert Deutsch, 
Proprietor," is discernible on 
one.

Also, a student working with somebody else may 


fall into the habit of leaning heavily on others and 
subordinating his own judgment. 


Part of education is learning to be self-reliant. 


A student should seek the help of others only when 
he has gone as far as he can by his own effort and 
resources. 


QUESTION: What's the most important thing for 


a student to know on entering college? 


ANSWER: How to study. The National Education 


Association reports that University of Rochester fresh- 
men, asked what they wished they'd known before 
going to college, answered overwhelmingly: More 
about how to study and how to organize time.

New Rose Has Good Future 


free. long stems topped with 
rich, pastel p i n k flowers, 
originated by A r m s t r ong 
Nurseries, is most desirable 
one for the rose 
garden. 


Plant these vigorous Eiffels 
at the back row of the rose 
bed, because they grow five 
to six feet tall. 


BE SURE to firm the soil 


around roots with the round 
end of a trowl or shovel 
handle, because tamping the 
soil with shoe heels simply 
doesn't firm it enough. Un- 
less new growth shows on 
newly planted b a r e - r o o t 
roses, wrap some form of a 
cloth cover, even if it is an 
old bed sheet, around the 
branches right to the ground. 
Wet the cover thoroughly 
daily unless the weather • is 
cloudy or damp, and be sure 
to keep the soil moist until 
roses 
have sprouted 
new 


growth. These two factors 
are the main keys to sprout- 
ing roses quickly. 


Wise gardeners. plant a 


group of three of each variety 
chosen. This way, they have 
more flowers of the same 
color to pick for table decora- 
tion, or more flowers to 
choose for flower show com- 
petitio'n. Several ros'es of the 
same 
variety 
planted 
in 


groups in a rose bed also sup- 
ply 
more 
dramatic 
color 


effects, provided the colors 
are wisely selected to blend 
with other colors, or to com- 
plement the others. 


ROSES GENERALLY are 


smaller in ultimate growth 
than camellias, and naturally 
take up less space. Camellias 
actually should be 
spaced 


about twice as far apart as 
the roses. 


Warm, windy, d r i v i n g 


weather causes good bloom- 
ing camellia flower buds to 
brown and glaze as they 
barely begin to open. They 
stop developing, rot, and drop 
off. Gardener should be con- 
scious of the drastic and sud- 
den weather changes. They

cold, preferably moist 
at- 


mosphere to produce best 
flowers. During unusual mild 
winter 
weather, 
gardeners 


should 
shower 
bathe 
the 


plants, regardless of the open 
blossoms on the plants, lower- 
ing the drying conditions and 
providing some humidity. 


Gardeners 
may have a 


longer blooming season with 
their favorite varieties by 
planting pairs, one plant in 
lots of shade and the other in 
up to half day of sun—except- 
ing in hot. dry localities. 
We're referring to the Ja- 
ponica type which is the fa- 
vorite type of most gardeners. 


AS AN EXAMPLE, we 


planted a Debutante camellia 
on the west side of the house 
where it gets a half day of 
sun. Later, we cut down a 
Eureka variety which is a 
stingy bloomer, and budded a 
Debutante to it. The plant in 
the west exposure side of the 
house blooms three to five 
weeks earlier than the one in 
shade on north side of house. 
Blossoms develop quicker and 
the flowers open fuller. 
Flowers of the one in shade 
open later, are not quite as 
large, but have a richer pink 
'color. Between the two we 
have about a month and 
longer of Debutante blos- 
soms!

plants that we traditionally 
associate with Christmas. 


In colder areas the pom- 


sett i a must be enjoyed as a 
house plant, while in milder 
climates it usually survives

grooming of p y r a c a n t h a 
should start after the bloom- 
ing season by cutting back to 
heavy wood stock. If you 
want more foliage and less 
long defoliated stems, a good 
practice is to prune again in 
summer, leaving some of the 
newer growth to help thicken 
the foliage. Regular feeding 
and the use of iron will help 
to tone up the color in foliage 
and blooms. 


New growth of pyracantha 


and cotoneaster can be pruned 
away to expose the brilliant 
berries without harm to the 
plants. 


Sprigs of any of these 


berried shrubs also can be cut 
and used as Christinas decora- 
tions inside the house. All of 
these plants are hardy and 
new growth returns rapidly. 


Spray the cut sprigs with 


an insecticide containing a 
fatly acid emulsion before

Did this Imbue him with 
a desire for further service to his 
country or with a greed to feather 
his own financial nest? In his 
case, the answer is obvious: a law 
partnership, a travel agency, a club 
for lobbyists, two homes, an ocean 
resort, a vending company, a 
restaurant, seemingly anything for a 
buck.

rivals in the 1964 Presidential race are Sen. Barrj 
Goldwater of Arizona, GOT. Nelson Rockefeller of 
New York, GOT. William Scranton of Pennsylvania 
and Gov. George Rornney of Michigan. All are mil- 
lionaires. 


The wealthiest of this foursome is, of course, 


Gov. 
Rockefeller. He has an estimated $200,000,- 


000 fortune, the major portion in stock of the Stand- 
ard Oil Company of New Jersey. 


Sen. Barry Goldwatcr sold his three department 


and men's wear stores in Arizona in September, last 
year, to Associated Dry Goods for 57,052 shares of 
Associated stock at approximately $39 a share, worth 
roughly $2,250,000. Reportedly this sum was di- 
vided three ways among the senator, his brother Bob, 
still president of the Goldwater Stores, and a sister. 
Sen. Goldwater remain; chairman of the board of 
the Goldwater Stores at approximately $7,500 a 
year. The senator's wife, Peg, the former Peggy 
Johnson of Muncie, Ind., is the wealthy-in-her-own- 
right daughter of R. P. Johnson and niece of C. S. 
Davis, founders of the highly successful Borg-Waroer 
Corporation. 


Another inheritor of great wealth is Gov. William 


Warrrn Scranton of Pennsylvania, who inherited an 
estimated $10,000,000 from his mother, the late 
Mrs. 
E. Worthington Scranton, a Republican Na- 


tional Cbmmitteewoman for 23 years, known in 
political circles as The Duchess. The governor's an- 
cestors started a foundry in 1840 in Northeastern 
Pennsylvania and gave their name to the town 
which bears it. 


Michigan's GOT. George Rornney, prophet of the 


compact car and former president and chairman of

American Motors, is a millionaire by virtue of exer- 
cising a stock option on 102,303 shares, accorded 
him while he was an automotive executive at sala- 
ries plus bonuses ranging from $100,000 to $149,- 
OOO' per year. Of the four possible Republican Pres- 
idential candidates, Rornney is the only one who be- 
gan life as a poor boy, inherited nothing of substan- 
tial material value and earned his own millions. 


How come these four men, despite their repeated 


denials, have been jockeying for position on the road 
to the White House? How come the 1964 Presiden 
tial race has been pre-empted by millionaire-starters? 


WHAT BECAME OF THE LOG CABIN? 


What's happened to the traditional American 


belief that the candidate born of poor but honest 
parents in a log cabin is blessed with a political 
advantage? Has the log cabin image become passe' 
in America? Have we passed from the era of the 
common man to the century of the common million- 
aire? Is it possible that the so-called poor man will 
never again be elected to the Presidency? 


Several weeks ago PARADE polled the members 


of the U.S. Senate for their thinking on the follow- 
ing question: "Do you think h probable that in the • 
future a nonmiHionaire can be elected to the L'-S. 
Presidency, campaign expenses being what they are?" 


Half of these brave men refused to answer, one 


explaining his reluctance by painting out: This 
whole question of campaign funds is a tricky one. 
The object is to get elected and re-elected without 
selling your soul. It calls for a good deal of tightrope- 
walking, and if you don't mind, I'd rather chicken 
out on the discussion." Other senators, however, 
spoke their minds. Said Sen. George Smathers of 
Florida: "Possible but extremely difficult. 


"From my experience in ray own campaign," 


Smathers went on, "plus serving as chairman of the 
Democratic senatorial campaign committee for six 


years and having participated actively in the recent 
Presidential campaign, it becomes ever clearer to me 
that until we broaden the base of campaign contri- 
butions through a tax credit program such' as the . 
President has recommended and I have introduced, 
it is going la be difficult for a man to run for Pres- 
ident unless he is a millionaire or is financed by 
well to-do interests to the point where he really is not 
a free man." 


Here is a representative group of other senatorial 


answers: 


Sen. Vance Hartke (Ind.): "A nonmillionaire 


probably will be elected President of the United 
States in the future. But unless a better way to fi- 
nance campaigns h found, the likelihood lessens 
with each passing election. This, of course, is be- 
cause campaigning costs so much...." 


Sen. Jack Miller (Iowa): "Yes. But it will be 


helpful if his n ife has a million.' 


Sen. Hiram Fang (Hawaii): "Very unlikely." 
Sen. Edward Kennedy (Mass.): "I would cer- 


tainly be hopeful that nonralllionaires can and will 
be elected to the U.S. Presidency in the future." 


Sen. Hubert Humphrey (Minn.): The answer is 


'Yes,' provided the non millionaire has friends who 


" are dedicated to politics and are willing to be gener- 
ous in assistance, and if he has the enthusiastic sup- 
port of the political party he represents." 


Sen. Wayne Morse (Ore.): "In my view, since 


campaign expenditures are raised from a wide variety 
of sources, I do not think that the personal bank 
account of a candidate will act either as a hindrance 
or help. 
" 


Sen. Stephen Young (Ohio): "Yes, indeed, I do. 


Also, 1 hope I'm right." 
. Several senators who declined to be named an- 
swered the question with these statements: "Highly 
improbable.at least in the foreseeable future""Unless 
there is a significant change in our present methods 


^ 
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of financing Presidential campaigns and precomen- 
lion campaigns, lie millioDairc candidate will con- 
tinue to have a decided advantage over the nonrail- 
lionaire." "J don't like to think that a man's personal 
wealth or lack of it would be a determining factor in 
getting him to the White House, but wealth, either 
earned or acquired, h certainly no handicap. If any- 
thing, it's an asset. Eventually it may become a pre- 
requisite." *I think Harry Truman will go down in 
history as the last poor man elected VS. President." 


When a politician becomes the chosen Presidential 


candidate of his party, he does not finance his own 
campaign. His party picks up the tab for campaign 
expenses and usually goes into debt to do it. 


But where a potential candidate needs his own 


million and that of his friends is during the hard, 
hopeful days of the preconvcntion campaign. This is 
the period we are now in. Sen. Coldwatcr and GOT. 
Rockefeller and other aspirants are currently spending 
their own funds and those of their supporters, flying 
around the country with their whes, making speeches, 
TV appearances, taking advertisements, handing out 
stickers, running for the nomination. All this costs 
money. Exactly how much, no one knows. 


PRENOMINATION EXPENSES: $1,000.000 


There is no federal law which requires the disclos- 


ure of prenoroination campaign expenses, but it's a 
fair estimate that the man who obtains the Republi- 
can Presidential nomination next year will have spent 
a minimum of $ 1,000,000. 


After Sen. John F. Kennedy received the Demo- 


cratic nomination in I960, he did a rare thing. He 
allowed a reporter from the St. Louis fml-Disfotch, 
Ed Woods, to inspect his campaign finance records. 
These showed that Kennedy had spent a total of 
$912,500 in 1959 and I960 to obtain the nomina- 
tion, and this figure included no local spending by 
his supporters. 


What we do know is that Sen. Kennedy received 


$543,939 from 5 Kennedy for-Preskfcnt state com- 
mittees. He also contributed J 60,000 of his own 
money to the preconvention campaign. His family 
contributed another 590,000, plus forming a family 
corporation, Ken-Air Corporation, to purchase a 
S385.OOO airplane which was leased to the senator 
at SI.75 a mile. Members of the Kennedy family 
worked without salary and paid their own expenses 
in getting the senator the Democratic Presidential 
nomination, and it is difficult to evaluate monetarily 
their dedicated serrices. 


The Kennedy records list such expenditures as the 


following: $176,500 for the maintenance of na- 
tional headquarters; $475,000 in primaries ($25,000 
in New Hampshire; $100,000 in Wisconsin; $100,- 
000 in West Virginia; $70,OOO in Indiana; $55,OOO 
in Oregon; $120,000 in other primaries), $37,500 
at the Los Angeles convention and a deficit of $217,- 
000, which possibly accounts for what it cost the 
Kennedys to fly around the country in their private 
plane. 


Of the four Republican possibilities, only one, GOT. 


Rockefeller, has a private plane, a Gonvair, which he 
owns jointly with his brothers. But the character of 
hit-and-run campaigning has changed so radically 
nowadays that this prop-driven Convair is not fast 
enough for the governor. On a recent speaking tour. 
Rockefeller, in order to speak in New Hampshire, 
Utah and California on the same day, was compelled 
to use commercial jets. Such transportation costs a 
pretty penny, especially when the governor lakes his 
wife, his press secretary and the secretary of his press 
secretary on these tours and in addition pays for the 
transportation and hotel accommodations of two ad- 
vance men. 


GOT. Rockefeller has established his own New York 


headquarters in a Eve-story brownstone at 22 West 
55th Street in Manhattan. He owns the building, and 


of the 2 5 people working there, a third are on his per- 
sonal pay roll. Rot Metier also employs a brain trust of 
speech-writers, researchers and political advisors—a 
personnel setup that costs him half a million a year. 


Where Rockefeller's money comes from is no secret. 


A grandson of famed John D. Rockefeller, the gover- 
nor inherited fabulous holdings in oil, real estate and 
banking. In financial circles it's been rumored that he 
receives $5,000,000 a year in dividends and interest 
payments. Although this figure may be exaggerated, 
the fact is that Nelson Rockefeller is one of the world's 
richest men. He can afford the race to the White 
House. So, tou, can multimillionaire GOT. Scranton of 
Pennsylvania. 
.

SETUP IS COMPLEX AND COSTIT 


Sen. Goidwater, on the other hand, is only a 'small* 


millionaire and must rely on the financial contribu- 
tions of his supporters; reportedly they have promised 
him a $3,000,000 campaign kitty. Goidwater has 
set up campaign headquarters in a suite of offices in 
the Carroll Arms Hotel, across from the Senate Office 
Building in Washington, D.C. He has hired a new 
speech writer, ex reporter William Flythe. His cam- 
paign manager,, Denison Kiuhel, plans to microfilm ' 
all the senator's speeches, past and present. In down- 
town Phoenix, in a converted two-story drugstore, 
Goidwater supporters with a paid staff of 10 and an 
unpaid group of 190 volunteers are busy compiling, 
via IBM machines, lengthy mailing lists. The people 
on these lists are solicited for contributions. The execu- 
tive director of the Phoenix headquarters is a profes- 
sional fundraiser, Frederic Chesnul, long known in 
the New York area as an astute promoter of funds for 
hospitals, churches and community projects. Chesnut 
has equipped his Goidwater for President headquar- 
ters with the latest automation aids and campaign 
paraphernalia, which includes colorfcl bumper signs,

To run an effective campaign, to- 


day's Prcsidcncy-sctLcr needs air- 
planes, automation, television and 
polluters—all expensive. Lou Har- 
ris, until recently President Ken- 
nedy's private pollster, is said to hate 
cavned more than 5100,000 from 
the Kennedys for his prcconvention 
guidance. Supposedly he told Ken- 
nedy whkh subjects to stress, which 
to avoid, where rival Nixon was 
strong, where he was vulnerable. 
Such advice is invaluable to ihe 
prospective candidate. 


WIST VIRGINIA CAMPAIGN 


So, too, is television. When Sen. 


Kennedy entered the Presidential 
primary in West Virginia opposite 
Hubert Humphrey in 1960, a nip- 
and-tuck battle was expected. Ken- 
nedy, a Catholic, was marching into 
a predominantly Protestant state. In 
West Virginia, the Kennedys, Jack 
and Bobby, went all out, money no 
object. They spent $34,000 on tele- 
vision. They fiew from one end of 
the state to the ether, campaigning 
intensely. Kennedy swamped Humph- 
rey. When it was all over, the sena- 
tor from Minnesota complained, "It's 
tough being ganged up on by wealth. 
I campaigned in West Virginia on a 
shoestring cut in half." 


In the early years of our republic, 


many of our Presidents were rich 
men. George Washington, a case 
in point, was one of the wealthiest 
of his time. But as the republic grew 
older and the Industrial Revolution 
expanded, the millionaire business- 
man in America, owing to his pre- 
datory nature, came to be regarded 
with suspicion; his millions were 
frequently 
described 
as 'tainted 


money," and no successful business- 
man, until Herbert Hoover, reached 
the White House. 


Of late, however, rkh men have 


become more acceptable to the Amer- 
ican public as Presidential possibili- 
ties. There are several reasons for 
this: (1) A rkh candidate is con- 
sidered not "on the tale." He has all 
the money he wants. He doesn't need 
the Presidency to feather his finan- 
cial nest. The poor candidate, it is 
felt, is inevitably corrupted by poli- 
tics and more frequently succumbs 
to The Deal." (2) With increased 
prosperity, anti-Wall Street and anti- 
big business fctlin; has diminished 
in this country. (3) Wealthy candi- 
dates frequently give the impression 
that they are dedicated men of sen- 
ice and sacrifice, like others of 
their economic echelon, they might 
have deteriorated into worthless play- 
boys. Instead, as Presidential candi- 
dates they seem devoted to the public 
service. (4) Millionaire candidates 
are generally liberal, compensating 
frequently for the piratical tactics 
and unethical conduct of their mo- 
nopolistic forebears. The President 
cf inherited wealth is always more 
open handed with government money 
than the President who'came up 
the hard way. As such, he attracts 
the large liberal segment of the na- 
tion. (5) Finally, the man born to 
money is regarded by many Ameri- 
cans as a patrician of superior hack- 
ground, a gentleman of breeding, a 
man of trust and social superiority 
who fits comfortably and naturally 
into the nation's highest office. 


In America the word "million- 


aire" is no longer equated with the 
wages of sin, corruption and exploi- 
tation. Nowadays, the possibility ex- 
ists that a millionaire can even be a 
nice guy, can ev en male a good Pres- 
ident. 
Under 
the circumstances, 


that's a good development, because 
unless the present system of financ- 
ing campaigns is radically revised in 
this country, it may be that only 
millionaires or friends of that breed 
can aspire successfully to the Presi- 
dency in the future.

ZAP! A NEW WAY 
TO PASS EXAMS

tudents at Paris College of Aeronautical Tech- 


nology here hate a new technique for passing 
examinations. They go to "Higgle" and get 
"zapped." 


"Higgle" is the Rev. John J. Higgins, 5S, a kindly, 


nhitc-naircd Jesuit priest who is student counselor 
at this East St. l-ouis branch of St. Ixniis University. 
And "/ap~ is ihc students' word for the simple, sooth- 
ing technique he uses to help them relax and concen- 
trate before examinations. According to Father Hig- 
gins. a better word would be "suggestion." But actually 
the popular priest practices hypnosis. 


Pathcr Higsins has been hypnotising students out 


of their pre-cxam jitters here for the past 17 years. 
Each exam period, about one-sitth of the college's 600 
students come for the half-hour treatment, which 
lasts them through the exam period. In fact, the 
treatment is in such demand that it has been put on a 
tno-sidcd long-plajing record for use by students 
in college, grade and high schools. And in the proc- 
ess father Higgins has managed to achicte some 
spectacular results. 


Not long ago, for instance, one student at Paris 


became so upset about pending examinations that he 
developed cramps in his stomach and legs, and on the 
day before exams developed functional blindness. 
Friends took him to the local hospital, where Father 
Higgins tisitcd him. The priest hypnotised him into 
bcliciing that he would make an A or B on all his 
exams. The boy regained his sight within an hour— 
_and ran up an excellent record on all tests. He topped 
it off by gelling an A on Father Higgins" on n philoso- 
phy exam. 


In another instance, one boy became what Father 


llig»ins describes as "a gibbering idiot" just before 
exams. He was taken to the closed ward of a psychi- 
atric hospital, where Father Higgins interviewed and 
gradually brought him back to normal. Since then, 
each exam time, he has come to Father Higgins to 
get rapped. He has rolled up an enviable school record 
and hasn't had any trouble since. 


Actually, Father Higgins got his start as a hypnotist 


almost without knowing it, when he was hospitalised 
back in I9i7. One day. on the hospital grounds he 
noticed a rnidJIe-agcd man "ailing to and fro, sob- 
bing. Father Higgins n ailed over and asked him what 
the matter was. *I"m going to hell," said the man. The 
priest began to talk to him soothingly. And he noticed 
that his calm, almost sleepy voice seemed to help the 
man relax, and lirtually put him into a trance. "It 
w asn't exactly hypnosis, but it was something like it," 
the priest says in retrospect. 


After watching vaudeville performers, studying 


books on the subject and professional training. Father 
Higgins began to perfect his techniques. Other priests 
began to send for him when confronted by hysterical 
or panicky persons. In 1946, as dean of Rockhurst 
College, Kansas City, he began to use hypnosis to

help veterans with stutterujg problems. When he came 
to St. Louis as counselor, he realised that hypnosis 
would he helpful for everyday exam stress. 


Actually, Father Higgins'technique, which has the 


blessing of his Jesuit superiors, is a simple one. He 
brings a student to his office, has him lie or sit in a' 
relaxed state and focus his attention on some monoto- 
nous sound, such as the ticking of a clock. This puts 
the boy into a light trance. 


"Then all you have to do," says Father Higgins, "is 


suggest self relaxation by a posthypnotic suggestion or 
signal. You suggest to them that when they wake up 
they'll be able to help themselves overcome the fear 
and panic by some device such as taking a deep breath. 


"If you don't get the desired results with this tech- 


nique," Father Higgins says, 'you use what we call 
revivification. You take them back, \ ia a deeper trance, 
to the time when the examination panic first began. 
Sometimes these memories go back to the scccsd cr 
third grade. With one boy, who was failing English, 
the panic went back to a day in second grade nhen 
he got back a spelling paper with every word marked 
wrong. After }ou'vc found the source of the trouble, 
you plant a posthypnotic suggestion that when they 
panic, they're just to recall that they're no longer the 
little seccnd-grader who flunked the spelling exam. 
It usually works." 


WIT HOURS SESSIONS 


Just in case it doesn't nork, however. Father Ilig- 


gini keeps himself available at all times. He lives in 
his cluttered, two-room office rijhl on the campus, 
and students often drop in at 2:30 or even 3A.M. for 
a chat, a counseling session or to get zapped. In an 
average day, he is likely to zap 10 students. 


Father Higgins regards pre-exam jitters as a serious 


problem. He estimates that 20 to 25 per rent of all 
high school and college students experience "severe 
temporary emotional disturbances" at exam time. The 
rate is higher in college, because so much more is at 
stake. Exam panic, hr says, often leads to suicide and 
breakdowns, as well as failures. 


The priest has great faith in hvpnosis, or auto- 


suggestion, as a means of therapy. It may have an 
unlimited potential, he feels, through the use of such 
records as his "The Professor's Secret of Study," one 
side of which relaxes the student and the other of 
which places anti-panic suggestions in his mind. Use 
of the record has been the core of his experiments in 
the loner grades at Holy Family School, East St. 
Louis. According to school officials, a number of 
students have since raised their grades. 


And curing exam jitters is not the only use for his 


technique. Father Htpjrfns says. He has treated people 
sent to him by physicians for stuttering, headaches 
and nervous tension and skin rashes. And he foresees 
the day when hypnosis nil! be standard procedure, 
not only for exam panic, but for juvenile delinquency, 
alcoholism and other problems as well. 


Working with youngsters. Father Higgins grves rela.ation treatment 
to 8th graders at Hory FamSy School. Father Higgins also helps doctors, 
parish priests. He once hypnotized auditorium fuP of 300 students-

here. The first thing they wanted upon their 
return from overseas was an appointment. 
~Oux feet are killing us!* they wailed. 


Every day. 100,000 Americans join the 


chorus as they limp into podiatrists' offices on 
corns, calluses, bunions, overlapping toes, in- 
grcran tocnails, warts and spurs. 


President Kennedy's famous hack ailment, 


according to his physician,"may be related to 
a foot problem. Indeed, 20 per cent of all low - 
back pain is traceable to feet. Ex-President 
Eisenhower is treated regularly by a podiatrist' 
at Washington's Walter Rerd Hospital for a 
bothersome callus nhkh hampers his golf 
game. His wife, Mamie, receives treatment for 
tocnail trouble. 


Even Abraham Lincoln had a podiatrist. 


The Great Emancipator's pedal extremities 
bothered him so much that Dr. Isacher Zach- 
aric became one of his most frequent callers 
and confidants, often carrying presidential 
messages to Union generals. 


The human foot is an engineering marvel. 


Ils 26 bones, bound together by 33 joints, 100 
ligaments, 20 muscles and millions of muscle 
libers and blond vessels, take fantastic amounts 
of stress and strain. In an average lifetime, the 
feet walk 70,OOO miles—nearly three times 
around the world. 


Toot health affects all the rest of the body. 


Bad feet can cause bad posture, which in turn 
constricts body organs, causing indigestion, 
breath in g d ifficulty and poor circula tion. Some- 
limes conditions diagnosed as rheumatism, 
ostcoanhrilis or gout turn out to be the reper- 
cussions of font trouble. And last but not least, 
sore feet can be the source of irritability and 
depression. 


Although most people arc aware of the im- 


portance of foot health, the majority limit for4 
care to a concern for appearance. They con- 
centrate on foot glamour and neglect the very 
important bones, ligaments, tendons and mus- 
cles nhkh determine to such a great extent 
their total well-being. 


Foot beauty is easily achieved. In an hour, 


an ugly hammer toe or chronic corn can be 
surgically corrected. The podiatrist uses a local

anesthetic. Cling away a section of deformed 
bone, sometimes altering a ligament. Rarely 
will there be a scar. Cost: from $50 to $200. 


Removal of disfiguring bunions costs more 


($125 to $400), because the great toe affects 
the entire body's balance, and special post- 
operative care may be required. Surgery can 
also solve other foot defects, from overlapping 
toes to tailor's bunions (on the small toe). 


Another technique for foot correction is 


prosthejtics. A few years ago, a lady rumba 
band leader lost the front half of her foot in an 
accident. Dr. Abe Rubin, a Washington podia- 
trist, took an impression of her healthy foot 
and made a prosthetic of skin tinted foam la- 
tex to duplicate her missing foot front. She now 
rumbas happily !n cut-out dancing slippers. 


But podiatrists caution their patients: 'Foot 


health first, beauty later." Spike-heeled shoes, 
for instance, should be worn only for limited 
periods. Women who persist in wearing too- 
high heels should get their shoes braced and 
taped to insure proper foot and back balance.

Men's shoes should be comfortsbly rotmiy. 


In general, the 75 known foot ailments arc 


caused by improper shoes and lack of proper 
exercise. By walling only on flat surfaces— 
such as paved streets and sidewalks—thr font 
lacks the opportunity for exercise. 


Much foot trouble can be avoided if a few 


basic rules are followed. (See tax.) Children's 
feet should be checked regularly, because neg- 
lected foot troubles can prove disabling later. 


A few years ago, a pigeon toed, 4-year-old 


girl was brought to the podiatrist by her frantic 
mother. The child had difficulty in nailing, 
tripped constantly. The podiatrist fitted spe- 
cially designed elongated steel plates into the 
child's shoes. Her still-pliable feet were forced 
in the proper direction and the situation cor- 
rected in two yean. More important, a serious 
personality problem was avoided. 


Nor should adults neglect persistent forx 


trouble. Serious body disease often is revealed 
through for* symptoms. Anemia, heart disease, 
diabetes, kidney ailments and gout may flash 
their Ersl clanger signals in the feet. 


The science of foot care has come a long 


way since the days of the itinerant com-cutters 
of 50 years ago. But there sliU is a need for 
greater awareness of just how important it is 
lo keep feet in good walking—and good work- 
ing—order.

VER since Grace Kelfy Irft Holly- 
wood to marry Prince Rainier of 
Monaco, dint toe Alfred Hikhcxxk, 
veteran roaster cl the suspense film. 


has hern searching for her successor. 
. For a while. I litch. who got* for cool, 
ihin. bdylile blondes—*| lile subtle sex 
in my women"— thought he had found 
another Grace Kelly in an actress runted 
Vera Miles. *Eut Vtra went and got preg- 
nant," he plaintively recalls, "just when 
I w-as ready lo star her opposite Jimmy 
Stew-art in Vertigo, so I had lo replace her 
with Kim Novak. Then I thought I had 
Grace Kelly for my new film. Mar inf. the 
story (I a girl who's a eompulshe thief, 
and Grace wanted very much to play it, 
hut the- conservative element in Monaco 
-they didn't want their princess worling 
in I lollytvnx!, so Grace bowed out." 


To ule her place in Mamie, I litthcotl 


n now starting prtiluction with a rela- 
tively inexperienced unknown—"TippT 
lledrrn. a WT!I turned, green<yrd Min- 
ncvrfa Monde if 2S who made het Elm 
uebul in his last pkture, The RrrJt, and 


before that earned hex living by acting in 
TV commercials. 


In his long and lucrative directional 


career, multimillionaire Hitchcock — he 
made PncJio for $800,000, and to date 
it's earned $H,000,000. half of which 
goes to him—has boomed many an actress 
(Madeleine Carroll. Ingrid Bergman, 
Grace Kelly) to the top rung of screen 
stardom. Me now believes he can do the 
same with Tippi (real name—Nathalie) 
I ledren. 


He readily admits that Hollywood has 


been unable to male any new stars for the 
past 7 or 8 years, ever since TV became the 
primary entertainment medium of the na- 
tion, but he feels "reasonably sure" he can 
reverse the trend with his lovely novice. 


WORD-OF MOUTH PUBLICITY 


'It's going to be tough." he concedes, 


'because I can't ghe her repeated expo- 
sure the way we did with young players 
years ago when studios were mating 50 
and 60 Elms a jear. But what'J plan to 
do h to promote Tippi fn big pictures, 
films of Quality that compel attention. 


"If I can get this girl to give outstand- 


ing performances in two or three Elms, so 
that we start a favorable wixd-cf mouth 
campaign, if I can build her up as a young 
actress of beauty, dignity and mystery, a 
gracious, high style lady—someone Lie a 
young Grace Kelly, Myrna Loy, Irene 
Dunne, Greer Girson, daudette Colbert, 
then I thinl we've got a chance of mal- 
ing a new star, because I thinl that's the 
type'of star a hungry public wants, not 
the girl with the big. bold, braien, top- 
heavy front. 


The thing to do is to cloak Tippi with 


f veil of mystery, leep her out of the 
gossip columns. I don't want phony items 
planted about her such as Troy Dona- 
hue's new love is Tippi I Icdrcn.' or "Gary • 
Grant's Ltcst heartthrob ts Tippi Hed- 
ren'—that"* rut, and it's wonhkss. I want 
Tippi to get a publicity buildup away 
from the movie pages, and I vnnt it to be 
gradual and dignified. 


"We're getting her a new wardrobe, 


Alexandre. the hair stj h'st from Paris, has 
flown his assistant over here to re-do her 
hair. I'm trying to teach her a new taste 
in art and literature, because she's going 
to play a great variety of roles for roe. I 
honestly thinl she's got what the public 
wants—subtle and wholesome sex. She's 
a female volcano whose lava is ahout to 
erupt." 


Hitchcock says the first time he saw 


Tippi Hedren, she was advertising a 
hrealf ast commercial on TV. The next day- 
he saw her in the same commercial, 
phoned his agent and told him to sign the 
girl. M was that sure." he says, "she had 
what it tales. I didn't even bother to in- 
terview her." Hitch's agent signed the girl 
to a 7-ycar contract, starting salary $500 
a week. 


That was a year ago. Today. Tippi 


Hedren, 28-yeatold divorcee from Min- 
neapolis (Edina Grade and West High 
School) with a 6-year-old daughter, is 
caught up in the Hollywood ring-a Jing, 
determined to give the career bit "every 
ounce of energy I've got." 


PREFERS HITCH'S COMPANY 


A wdl bred, thin faced young woman 


of 5-fcet-J, 107 pounds, mature and per- 
ceptive, endowed with an extremely pho- 
togenic bone structure, she lives sedately 
in a three-bedroom Sherman CXils house 
with her child, scrupulously avoids the 
dating company of actors —she married 
one. Peter Griffith, in Xcw Vorl. and 
after seven years the marriage failed — 
scemingry prefers the society of mentor 
Hitchcock. A patient, diplomatic task- 
master. Hitch spends much of his time 
teaching her how to EII the demands of 
the exacting Mamie role, explaining and 
interpreting the script, bolstering her ego. 
constantly assuring her that in stardom 
she will find gold, goodness and glory. 


If she cV«n"t quite bcBeve that. Tippi 


I ledren is too tactful to «y so. What she 
docs say is. "I'm worlmg for money. If 
Mr. Hitchcocl can male me a star, more 
pewer to him. At this period in my life, I 
couldn't ask for a better accident.""

will jam the U. S. mails this month. 
The average family will send about 


60. chosen from a whopping variety of 
50,000. 


Yuletide cards are designed for every 


relative imaginable—and for your boss, 
neighbor, clergyman, doctor, milkman and 
newsboy. One card says: UERKT CHRIST- 
MAS FROM OCR DOG TO TOUR POc! 


The father of the American Christmas 


card industry was Louis Prang, a German 
immigrant lithographer who began pro- 
ducing holiday cards in Rosbury, Mass., 
in 1875. A woman employee suggested to 
Prang: Why not add the words "Merry 
Christmas" to the small Bora] cards? He 
did, and his business flourished. 


Today, however, instead of being a 


pleasure, sending holiday cards is apt to 
be just one more time-consuming chore in 
an already overcrowded season. Because 
the burden is in danger of replacing the 
joy of card-sending, PARADE interviewed 
leading etiquette experts to find out their 
answers to the most commonly asked ques- 
tions about Christmas cards: 


Q. Must I send a Christmas card to 


everybody who sends one to me? 


A. NO- A Christmas card doesn't need 


a reply. It should be a spontaneous, 
friendly greeting. 


Q. Should I send Christmas cards to my 


Jewish friends? 


A. Do not send Christmas cards to Or- 


thodox Jews. It is all right to send them to 
the overwhelming majority of American 
Jews. Flow ever, it is more thoughtful nol 
to send cards which portray religious 
themes such as the Nativity, Holy Family 


- and Christ Child. 


Q. Whose name is written first—a hus- 


band's or a wife's? 


A. It is courteous for the person who 


signs the card to write his or her name 
laa. If a wife signs the card for herself 
and her husband, it should read, "Ed and 
Peggy" or "Ed and Peggy Smith." 


Q. Whose name comes first when the 


names of husband and wife are printed 
or engraved? 


A. The wife's, generally. 
Q. Should "Mr. and Mrs.* or 'Miss* be 


used in signatures? 


A. No. Presumably you're sending 


Christinas cards to friends and don't need 
to refer to yourself as "Mr. and Mrs."; the 
abbreviation should also be omitted with 
formal or business acquaintances. 


Q.When children's names are included, 


what is the correct form? 


A. Family signatures always begin with 


the father's name: e.g., "Ed, Peggy and 
Jeff."If you have more than one child, you 
may sign your card: 'Ed, Peggy, Jeff, Sue 
and Debbie (Smith)." Or "The Five 
Smiths—EJ, Fcisy, Jeff. Sue and Deb- 
bie." Don't use the lazy term 'and family."

CARDS? 


Q. It is proper to write on Christmas cards? 
A. Yes—more and more people are doing so. 


Even if it is only a line, a simple, handwritten 
message always warms up your card. 


Q. How shall I address a card if I know only 


the husband Cor the wife)? 


A, Address it to both the husband and wife. 
Q. How should I address a card to a widow 


or divorcee? 


A. Use the Erst and last name she prefers. 
Q. Are family photographs proper to send as 


Christmas cards? 


A. Yes, to dose friends. Some will keep 


them as a record of your children's year-to- 
year development- But don't send your 
"family gallery** to casual acquaintances. 


Q. Should Christmas cards be set sealed or 


unsealed? 


A. Sealed. First-class postage is especially 


important. Use the colorful new five-cent 
Christmas tree stamp. By spending five cents 
oa postage, you may include written messages, 
and your cards are delivered quicker, will be 
forwarded or returned to you, if undelivered, 
without additional postage. 


Q. Should I put my full name and address 


on the envelope, or does it look Lie a bid for 
a return card? 


A. It is both proper and practical to do so.

eiaHy anxious for you to include your ZIP 
Code number in your return address on your 
envelopes. Printed stickers of your name and 
address can also be used. Your return address 
not only ensures that your cards arrive but en- 
ables your friends to update their address book. 


Q. Should I send a Christmas card to a 


friend with a recent death in the family? 


A. Yes. People don't shut off contacts with 


their friends during periods of mourning. Ac- 
tually, there are special Christmas cards with 
messages of sympathy just for this purpose. 


Q. Should a wife's name be included in her 


husband's business Christmas cards? 


A. Absolutely not! Keep business and per- 


sonal lists separate! When business Christinas 
cards are sent, the company should send them, 
not a wife who isn't a member of the firm. 


Q. Is there anything useful ne can do with 


our Christmas cards after the holidays instead 
of throwing them away? 


A. For many years I have sent mine to the 


children's ward of my local Connecticut hos- 
pital. It gives the children pleasure to look at 
them and provides a plentiful, free supply of 
material for cutouts and paste-ups. So check 
with your local hospital before you throw 
yours away this year. 


If you follow these suggestions, a Merry 


Christmas should be "in the cards'* for you!
